Prince Hassan: Trans-national Islamic body 
could run Jerusalem’s Moslem holy sites

JORDAN will retain custodianship over the 
Moslem holy sites in Jerusalem for the foresee¬ 
able future, until a representative pan-Islamic 
body can be formed to administer the areas, 
Jordan's Crown Prince Hassan said yesterday 
in Casablanca. 

Speaking to Israel Radio, Hassan indicated 
that inter-Arab discussions would have to take 
place on the matter and that he expected some 
transnational Islamic body could assume re- 
. sponsibility for the sites following a final Israe- 
li-Palestinian settlement. 

“We hope as a result of the discussion be¬ 
tween us, it will evolve into an Islamic council 
that is truly representative of Islam,” Hassan 
declared- . 

He ^aid Jordan wooltirnot"relinquish Its' 
guardianship of the holy sites. The prince not¬ 
ed that Jordan currently has the “moral au¬ 
thority” to act as a guardian of the sites. How¬ 
ever; once Israel mid die Palestinians reach an 
accord on the final disposition of territory, this 
could change somewhat, be said. 

Earlier yesterday, there had been reports 
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Hassan bad said Jordan would turn over con¬ 
trol of the holy places to the Palestinians, 
once the final status talks between them and 
Israel begin in 1996. PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat's adviser on Jerusalem. Faisal Hus- 
seini welcomed the first version of Hassan's 
remarks. 

Jordan continued to pay the wages of the 
Moslem custodians of the sites even after Israel 
took eastern Jerusalem in the Six Day War. 
Israel affirmed Jordan's special status as custo¬ 
dian of the Moslem holy places in Jerusalem, 
both in July's Washington Declaration and in 
last week's peace treaty, provoking anger 
'among Palestinians: ■ 

Foreign Ministry Director-General Uri Savir 
said that in-talks with the prince. “He did not 
refer specifically to the transfer of the religious 
authority of the Wakf to the Palestinians. If he 
said he would transfer the authority of the 
Wakf to the Palestinians, then that is new." 

In confirming Jordan's role. Prime Minister 


Yitzhak Rabin has said he seeks to disentangle 
the Moslem attachment to the religious sites 
from the issue of sovereignty over the city. 

Reaction of Palestinians to Crown Prince 
Hassan's reported offer to hand the Palestin¬ 
ians control of the holy sites was muted. 

Arafat, who was also in Casablanca, made 
no reported comments on the statements. Ja¬ 
mal Tarifi. Palestinian head of the civil affairs 
liaison committee, and a close ally of Arafat, 
said Hassan's statements “were not new. 
When we were in Jordan as a delegation there, 
[before the Israei-Jordan treaty was initialed! 
they said this was possible when the final stage 
is discussed.” • 

Bui he welcomed the public statements, say¬ 
ing "We do not want to continue in conflict 
with Jordan.” 

Col. Jibril Rajoub, head of preventive secu¬ 
rity in Jericho and a leading voice in last week's 
protests against Jordan's claims to the holy 
places said. “It was a step in the right direc¬ 
tion.”

Rabin: Hamas orders 
terror from Jordan 


THE commander of the secu¬ 
rity zone outpost where St.- 
Sgt. AJmog Klein was killed in 
a Hizbullah attack on Saturday 
and another officer from the 
post are to be court-martialed 
for alleged misconduct under 
fire. 

Five other soldiers - three of 
them from the Givati Brigade 
- are to face charges relating to 
the incident, in which Hizbul¬ 
lah gunmen succeeded in scal¬ 
ing the outer ramparts, plant¬ 
ing a flag there, and blowing 
up a forward observation 
point. 

All the soldiers in the position 
at the time are to be immediately 
transferred. The Givati Brigade, 
however, will continue to be in 
control of the region and the post 
in question. 

These were among the main 
recommendations of the special 
IDF inquiry conducted by senior 
officers of Northern Command 
and the commander of the Givati 
Brigade into what has been 
termed the “Dabsha disgrace.” 
The investigation concluded yes¬ 
terday evening. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
sharply criticized press reports on 
the attack, but was quoted as say¬ 
ing any clash thar ends without a 
severe blow to the enemy is a 
“failure, to put it mildly.” He was 
speaking to the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defense Committee. 

But Rabin added that the “prob¬ 
lems” manifested in the attack were 
not characteristic of the IDF and 
that in most cases, CDF troops pur¬ 
sued the enemy. The IDF Spokes¬ 
man issued a statement saying that 
the inquiry found there had been 
four main failures at the position at 
the time of the attack: 

□ Some of the soldiers abandoned 
their positions while under fire; 

□ There were control and func¬ 
tional deficiencies on the part of 
commanders of the outpost; 

□ There was a delay in charging 
the terrorists, who were detected 
during the course of their assault; 
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□ There was no attempt to pur¬ 
sue the fleeing gunmen. 

The inquiry found that the offi¬ 
cers and soldiers manning the po¬ 
sition did not behave as required 
of IDF soldiers under fire. 

OC Northern Command Maj.- 
Gen. Yitzhak Mordechai said at 
the conclusion of the inquiry that 
conduct under fire was the su¬ 
preme test of rDF officers and 
soldiers. He said that in this light 
some of the officers and soldiers 
of the outpost had harmed the 
fighting spirit built up over the 
years by thousands of officers 
and soldiers at great cost. 

He stressed, however, that the 
tank crews at the outpost bad 
acted properly and deserve 
praise for their quick action in 
charging and firing at the terror¬ 
ists. causing them to retreat. 

Furthermore, Mordechai not¬ 
ed that the Givati Brigade and its 
units in the zone have carried out 
high-level operational duties, 
with visible results in the field, 
hitting terrorists and helping en¬ 
sure the security of border 
residents. 

He issued instructions for the 
findings to be distributed 
throughout the Northern Com¬ 
mand. so the appropriate conclu¬ 
sions could be drawn. 

Flanked by senior officers, in¬ 
cluding chief of operations Brig.- 
Gen. Gabi Ashkenazi, an angry 
Rabin asserted that many media 
reports were based on ignorance. 
He took issue with three details 
of the assault emphasized in vari¬ 
ous media reports: 

□ Hizbullah’s videotaping of the 
attack was not a first. Hizbullah 
has been filming every attack on 
IDF and South Lebanon Army 
positions for the past eight years; 

□ This was not the first time Hiz¬ 
bullah had planted a flag in the 
area of an outpost; 

□ Hizbullah has never captured 
an IDF outpost, nor did it do so 
during Saturday's assault. 

An intelligence officer ex- 


plained that the closest the Hiz¬ 
bullah got to the outpost was 
when one of its fighters managed 
to climb onto one of four earth 
batteries built on the outpost pe¬ 
rimeter. Soldiers immediately 
shot at him, and he vanished af¬ 
ter managing to plant a flag on 
the battery. Rabin added that 
three soldiers standing on the 
battery had fled to the outpost 
after the Hizbullah began shell¬ 
ing the area. 

According to Rabin, the num¬ 
ber of Hizbullah attacks on IDF 
and SLA outposts in October in¬ 
creased by over 40 percent over 
the previous month, from 32to 45. 

In a meeting of the State Con¬ 
trol Committee, Chief of Staff Lt.- 
Gen. Ehud Barak said the number 
of soldiers killed in the North had 
dropped from 30 in 1993 to 15 so 
far this year. 

Earlier, the mother of the dead 
soldier said she did not believe any 
of the soldiers had abandoned 
their posts or their comrades be¬ 
cause “they are all like brothers.” ' 

Fernand Klein said the soldiers, 
who had not been given time to 
come to terms with the death of 
comrades earlier, had come under 
intense fire during the assault. 

She said they had told her that 
they had called for reinforce¬ 
ments. but were informed it was 
too dangerous to send in helicop¬ 
ters. She said that if any of the 
“boys" were sent to prison, she 
would go with them. 

Givati soldiers involved in the 
battle told reporters that most of 
them had acted property. They 
claimed that there were other sol¬ 
diers who were supposed to have 
raised the alarm, but it was sound¬ 
ed late. 

They said that several had ran 
to their positions dressed only in 
their underwear and had fired 
back despite accurate sniper fire. 

Furthermore, the claims that 
they should have charged the ter¬ 
rorists should be considered in the 
context of their main aim, pre¬ 
venting the attackers from enter¬ 
ing the position, one of the sol¬ 
diers said. 
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ONE day after the stormy demon¬ 
stration of Histadrut workers at 
the labor federation's headquar¬ 
ters, the Histadrut leadership and 
the clerks' union reached an 
agreement yesterday on the sever¬ 
ance and retirement terms of over 
1,300 workers. 

The list of fired workers will be 
drawn up in conjunction with the 
workers’ representatives, Hista¬ 
drut sources said. 

The workers, to' slated to be 
fired include 600 employees of the 
Histadrufs tax collection depart¬ 
ment, who will become redundant 
once the National Health Insur¬ 
ance Law goes into effect next 
January, 500 labor council work¬ 
ers, and 265 workers at Histadrut 
headquarters. 

Official Histadrut sources made 
it clear that this is only the “first 
. round” of dismissals, and that His¬ 
tadrut Chairman Haim Ramon 
plans many morel 

"The agreement provides for 
severance fees of up to 250% for ■ 
the most veteran workers, based 
1 on their seniority; up to. 10 


months' wages for an “adjustment 
period” to those working 30 years 
and more, and a one-time dismiss¬ 
al compensation payment. 

This last payment consists of 
two months’ wages for the tax 
workers, since their department is 
dosing down, and a lower sum for 
the rest of the workers. 

The workers' demand for early 
pension for those who are close to 
retirement age and are unlikely to 
find other work will be discussed 
by an “exceptions committee” set 
up by the Histadrut. 

The Histadrut treasury esti¬ 
mated that the severance agree¬ 
ments would cost some NIS 200 
million. 

Ramon said the agreement 
reached is “one of the fairest ever 
reached in the country. Some of 
those retiring will be receiving 
hundreds of thousands of shekels 
in compensation.” 

These totals, however, indude 
the workers' accumulated pen¬ 
sions, which cannot be withdrawn 
until the worker reaches 65.

HAMAS leaders in Jordan have 
issued orders for terrorist strikes 
inside Israel. Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin reportedly told 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee yesterday. 

His revelation contradicted 
recent statements by Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres, who 
asserted that Hamas activities in 
Jordan are confined to fund- 
raising. 

Rabin also said that Hamas 
leaders in the territories have 
derided to avoid conflict with the 
PLO. They know that as long as 
they do not provoke PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, he will 
allow them to keep their arms 
and will not bunt fugitives. 

Rabin described the 
interrogation of 150 Hamas 
activists detained since the Tel 
Aviv bus bombing as “very 
harsh. We are acting within the 
guidelines of the Landau 
Commission.” Rabin said some 
of the detainees would be placed 
under administrative detention. 

A source who attended the 


meeting quoted Rabin as saying 
that “orders for [terrorist] strikes 
have been issued from Jordan.” 

Rabin said that Jordan is doing 
nothing to curtail the Hamas 
activities. 

Hamas, he said, regards recent 
attacks, including the bus 
bombing, the kidnapping of Sgt. 
Nahshon Wachsman. and the 
shoot-out in Jerusalem as major 
successes. 

The attacks have highlighted 
Hamas's influence on the peace 
process because they led to the 
closure of the territories, said 
Rabin. They have also disrupted 
relations between Israel and the 
Palestinian Authority and 
riveted the attention of the 
Palestinian population. 

However. Hamas is afraid that 
if the PLO behaves too passively. 
Israel will intervene directly 
against it in the autonomous 
region, said Rabin. Hamas 
fugitive are so concerned about 
possible intervention they do not 
hide out inside the autonomous 
area, he said. 


High Court orders affirmative 
action for women executives

IN a precedent-setting derision on the validity of 
affirmative action, the High Court of Justice yester¬ 
day canceled the appointments of three directors of 
government companies. It said the ministers in 
charge should have filled these slots with women. 

The petition, by the Israel Women’s Network, 
challenged the appointments of Amir Hayek to the 
board of the Ports and Railways Authority, and 
Doron Kashuv and Ya'acov Wenger to the board of 
Israel Oil Refineries. 

There are no women on either of these boards. 

The derision was based on a 1993 law stating that 
both sexes must receive “appropriate representa¬ 
tion" on the boards of government companies, and 
that until this is achieved, ministers must appoint 
directors of the under-represented sex “as far as is 
possible under the circumstances." 

Though the network did not dispute the outstand¬ 
ing qualifications of the three appointees, it argued 
that the law obligates the responsible ministers to try 
to find qualified women — which they did not. 

Industry and Trade Minister Micha Harish, for 
instance, appointed Hayek. one of his advisers, with¬ 
out even considering 25 senior ministry staffers who 
were women. 

Harish argued in response that his job is to find the 
best candidate. Energy Minister Moshe Shahal said 


he eliminated one woman candidate for fear of a 
conflict of interest, and did not consider others be¬ 
cause a list had not yet been prepared. 

Judges Eliahu Mazza and Yitzhak Zamir, with 
Ya’acov Kedmi dissenting, sided with the network, 
and stressed the importance of the law - Israel’s first 
mandating affirmative action. _ 

“Because discrimination against women in modern 
society is primarily a phenomenon whose roots are in 
invisible perceptions, the moral strength of a society 
that seeks equality can be tested by the extent of the 
efforts it is ready to make to change the status quo 
and create a new reality of equality," the justices 
wrote. “In this context, affirmative action has great, 
and even derisive, importance.” 

The law, they stressed, does not create quotas. 
However, in the absence of any extenuating circum¬ 
stances. equal numbers seems a reasonable interpre¬ 
tation of “appropriate representation.” 

If women are under-represented on a board, they 
said, then even if a male candidate is more qualified 
than a woman, the woman should be appointed if she 
is qualified enough, unless there is a special reason 
why the man’s extra talents are needed. 

In his dissenting opinion, Kedmi agreed that a 
minister's main job must be to find the best possible 

candidate. _ 


Israel opens interest section in Morocco 


FOREIGN Minister ■ Shimon 
Peres opened Israel’s interest sec¬ 
tion here yesterday, in a ceremony 
attended by leading members of 
the local Jewish community, as the 
Casablanca conference came to a 
■close. 

He spoke aboht the wann rela¬ 
tions Morocco has had with its 
Jewish co mmuni ty, and noted that 
Israel and Morocco are formaliz¬ 
ing a relationship which, until 
■now, has been informal. 

Jerusalem Sephardi Chief Rabbi 
Shalom Mashash affixed a meznza 
to the doorpost. Several members 
of the Jewish community said that it 
was a unique experience tosee Isra¬ 
el's flag flying openly. 

Participants in the conference 
wanted its final declaration to be a 
concrete statement reflecting its 
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achievements and emphasizing 
the central roie the public sector 
played. Foreign Ministry Direc¬ 
tor-General Uri Savir told a news 
briefing after its conclusion. 

Some of the Arab delegates 
wanted UN Security Council Res¬ 
olution 425, which calls for imme¬ 
diate Israeli withdrawal from Leb¬ 
anon, to be included in the 
statement, but the US and Israel 
insisted on keeping it out, espe¬ 
cially since Lebanon boycotted 
die conference. However, Resolu¬ 
tions 242 and 33$, which refer to 
the territories captured in the Six 
Day War, are cited. 

The declaration made it clear 
that Syria and Lebanon have an 
important role in the economic de¬ 
velopment of the Middle East. 
The conference expressed the 
hope that the Syrians will join the 
economic effort in the hear future. 

Savir said this is one of the main 
messages Russian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Andrei Kozyrev will bring to 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 
Kozyrev left for Syria yesterday. 

The declaration also makes a 
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positive mention of Israel's, Tuni¬ 
sia's, and Morocco's'derision to 
open liaison offices. 

Savir said that although the Pal¬ 
estinians wanted a more political 
declaration, the statement primar¬ 
ily refers to the urgency of dealing 
with their economic needs. 

Savir took special note of the 
fact that the declaration makes 
significant references to the elimi¬ 
nation of the Arab boycott. The 
issue figures several times in the 
declaration, which includes a sup¬ 
portive mention of the Gulf States 
ending their secondary and tertia¬ 
ry boycons. 

The declaration also states that 
investment in the Middle East re¬ 
quires the free movement of 
goods, services, and labor, a hint 
at the eventual elimination of the 
primary boycott. 

A business committee created 
by the conference will deal with 
economic cooperation and region¬ 


al development. It will sit in New 
York, and consist of businessmen 
from the private sector. 

In an address at the closing of 
conference, Peres noted with 
pleasure that the conference dealt 

with people, not with photo op¬ 
portunities. He called for a similar 
conference to address the prob¬ 
lems of the region's young people, 
to upgrade education and improve 
their future. 

He .ilso leslaied Israel’s inten¬ 
tion to fully implement the agree¬ 
ment with the Palestinians. Re¬ 
garding the thrum of the process, 
Peres said. “Our peace with Jor¬ 
dan was a brilliant success, and it 
doesn’t close the door to peace 
with Syria and Lebanon." 

Earlier in the day. Bank of Israel 
Governor Jacob Frenkel Held a 
meeting with representatives of 
multi-national firms. Officials of 
Japanese, LIS, and European com¬ 
panies - Including Du Pom. Philip 
Morris, General Electric. Siemens. 
ABB. American Express, and Gti- 
bank attended the meeting. 

“If you add up all the compa¬ 


nies. they are worth more than $1 
trillion." Frenkel told reporters 
after the session. 

The companies proposed to cre¬ 
ate a special fund to upgrade edu¬ 
cation in the region which, the 
officials said, would promote sta¬ 
bility in the area. 

It was also reported that Citi¬ 
bank is considering opening a 
branch in Israel. 

But the Casablanca Declaration 
comes far short of establishing a 
regional development bank, in¬ 
stead it sets up a steering committee 
of experts, headed by US Treasury 
Undersecretary Larry Summers, 
which will only examine the cre¬ 
ation of a Middle East/North Afri¬ 
can Development Bank. 

According to a source dose to 
the US delegation. Summers em¬ 
phasized that the institution will be 
size-d based on the population 
served. Since the region that the 
bank will cover has not been de¬ 
fined yet, it is possiblethat it will 
only end up serving Jordan, Egypt, 
and the Palestinians.

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Beirut clarifies Hrawi’s 
proposal for joint 
committee with Israel 


SYRIAN Foreign Minister Farouk 
Share held talks with Lebanese lead¬ 
ers yesterday, as government officials 
clarified President Bias Hrawi’s pro¬ 
posal to establish a joint political and 
militar y committee with Israel to set a 
timetable for an IDF withdrawal from 
the security zone in a six-month 
period. 

Officially, Share was said to be 
visiting Lebanon to brief the heads of 
state over US President BQl Clinton’s 
meeting with Syrian President Hafiz 
Assad in Damascus last week. 

It seemed dear, however, that the 
talks would concentrate on coordinat¬ 
ing the position of the two countries 
in the peace talks currently being 
staged mainly through US mediation 
and at the ambassadorial level in 
Washington. 

Meanwhile, Hizbullah and its al¬ 
lies maintained the tempo of opera¬ 
tions against the security zone yester¬ 
day with attacks against three South 
Lebanese Army positions on the 
northern border of the western sector. 

The positions guarding and com¬ 
manding the Hanna crossing point on 
the coastal road came under heavy 
mortar, machine gun and light weap¬ 
ons fire. Reports from Lebanon said 
several Katyusha rockets were also 
fired at the positions. There were no 
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casualties and IDF and SLA gunners 
returned fire. 

Later, the Believers Resistance 
claimed responsibility for detonating 
a roadside bomb alongside an SLA 
patrol in the Shomriya region in the 
central sector of the zone. An SLA 
soldier was lightly wounded in that 
incident 

Lebanon had taken a markedly 
back seat throughout foe recent wave 
of diplomatic activity on the peace 
front until Hrawi’s remarks on Satur¬ 
day in which he appeared to be link¬ 
ing foe establishment of the proposed 
joint committee with a Lebanese 
commitment to cease “resistance” 
activities. 

In the past, the Lebanese govern¬ 
ment has msioteri on a complete Israe¬ 
li withdrawal from south Lebanon as 
a precondition to deploying its troops 
to the border and that guaranteeing Co 
stop the resistance. 

Lebanese government officials 
were widely quoted in the Beirut 
press yesterday as saying that Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin had deliber¬ 
ately twisted Hrawi’s comments. 

They maintained that Hrawi’s ref¬ 
erence to a six-month timetable was 


in order to conclude the withdrawal 
and did not relate to the “six months 
pfgw ami quiet” test period that Ra¬ 
bin has demanded as a precondition 
for any peace accord. 

The officials were quoted as saying 
that Hrawi’s comments had not been 
reported accurately and he had never 
meant to imply that the Lebanese 
government would cease resistance 
activities before a complete Israeli 
withdrawal 

Rabin has made it clear that if 
Lebanon is still insisting on a prior 
rairnnitment to IDF withdrawal from 
south Lebanon, Israel is not 
interested. 

The clar ificati on of Hrawi’s old/ 
new proposal did not satisfy all par¬ 
ties in Lebanon, however, especially 
wwhuHflh which said it was consider¬ 
ing con vening a meeting of its su¬ 
preme council to discuss ways of 
opposing the president. 

Parliament speaker Nabih Beni, 
who also heads foe pro-Syrian Amal 
movement, also demanded to know 
what was happening. 

Bern, Foreign Minister Faris 
Bouwez and Prime Minister Rafik 
Hariri also took part in the two-hour 
meeting between Shara and Hrawi at 
the president’s palace in Ba’abde 
near Beirut. 


Trial of alleged accomplice 
in Afula bombing begins 


THE trial of Mohammed Saleh Ka¬ 
mil, rfinrgHd with assisting in the 
planning and execution of last April’s 
Afula bus bombing, opened yester¬ 
day in Jenin Military Court 

Eight Israelis were killed and 44 
wounded when a bomb, concealed in 
a stolen Israeli vehicle, was detonated 
by a suicide bomber near a bus in the 
center of Afula. 

Kamil, 18, of Kah atiya near J enin, 
& charged with assisting Da’ed Zak- 
hama, a fellow Hamas member, who 
was (tilled in foe suicide attark He is 


accused of aiding in its planning, 
preparation, and execution. 

Prosecutor LL Wflam Hamed, said 
that Kamil was an active Hamas 
member who recruited others and 
was actively involved in planning 

a tTftrkg. 

The court, headed by Maj. Yoram 
Hamel, decided to hold pre-trial de¬ 
liberations on the admlssabOity and 
validity of Kamil’s testimony. He 
was arrested last June 12 by foe Gen¬ 
eral Security Service and admitted his 
involvement in the attack. S imilar

KATZRIN is enjoying a population 
boom, despite uncertainty over the 
future of foe Golan Heights. 

Daniella Shaul, spokesperson for 
foe Katzrin local authority, said near¬ 
ly 350 people had moved there in foe 
past three months. 

She stressed that more people are 
expected to move in following the 
Housing Ministry’s decision to sell 
the remaining 120 homes on a new 
housing complex. 

Shaul said foe new homes, foe last 
of TOO that have been constructed by 
government-run companies, would 
go on sale this week. “This increase 
in the population is the biggest in 
such a short space of time since Katz- 
rin was established,” she said. 

The influx of newcomers has 
helped push the population of the 
town — described by residents of the 
region as the capital of the Golan- to 
around 5,000 people. 

“This influx is proof that people 
are voting with their feet against the 
so-called uncertainties and for band¬ 
ing their lives in Katzrin and helping 
to develop foe Golan,” she said. She 
noted that Likud leader Binyamin 
Netanyahu visited Katzrin on Sunday 
to officially open a branch office of 
the party in the town. 

Meanwhile, several kilometers to 
the north more than 40 Druse digni¬ 
taries from villages on the Golan 
Heights crossed foe border into Leba¬ 
non on Sunday. 

It was foe third group of sheikhs to 
visit Syria to make a pilgrimage to foe 
tomb of foe Druse prophet Navefa 
SabU, near Damascus, in as many 
weeks. Shortly after the delegation 
crossed the border at Knneitra, anoth¬ 
er group that went a fortnight ago 
returned. 

Hie agreements over foe visits by 
Golan Heights Druse for religious 
purposes were worked out several 
months ago between foe Israeli and 
Syrian authorities through the auspic¬ 
es of the International Committee of 
the Red Cross and UN forces in the 
region.

Bill clamps down on 
employers of illegal workers

IN an attempt to damp down on 
illegal workers, the Knesset yester¬ 
day passed in first reading a bill 
sharply increasing the penalties for 
employing them, including an un¬ 
precedented provision for a six- 
month'jail term. 

The'biD triggered a sharp debate, 
with members of the Arab parties 
hotly protesting because the legisla¬ 
tion helps restrict Palestinian job 
opportunities. 

The bill was drafted by Labor and 
Social Affairs Minister Ora Namir 
and presented a day after Police Min¬ 
ister Moshe Shahal said existing leg¬ 
islation was not being adequately 
implemented. 

According to the proposed amend¬ 
ments, the fine for employing illegal 
foreign labor will be increased from 
the sum of NIS 18,000 to NIS 28,000 
and foe additional fine for every extra 


day of work from NIS 2,000 to 
NIS 2,800. 

Namir explained that the jail pun¬ 
ishment will be applied to owners of 
commercial enterprises, not house¬ 
wives. 

The fine for employers who pro¬ 
vide shelter for Palestinians who do 
not have permission to sleep' over will 
be doubled form NIS 14,000 to 
NIS 28,000, and they will also be 
liable to a six-month jail term. The 
fine for each additional night will also 
be doubled to NIS 2,000. 

Namir said that in 1994, ministry 
supervisors fined 951 employers in¬ 
volved in the illegal employment of 
3,381 workers. The supervisors visit¬ 
ed 3,000 work places and checked the 
papers of 8,000 workers. Two thou¬ 
sand Palestinians and 220 foreign 
workers without permits were ex¬ 
pelled last year. 


Canadian-based Islamic group issues 
call to sabotage accord with PLO

A STATEMENT calling on Moslems 
everywhere to “sabotage the Arafa- 
t/Israel accord, which will be tom up 
in the blood of those who signed it,” 
has been circulating in France on foe 
letterhead of an Islamic group based 
in Montreal.

POLICE yesterday confirmed what

THE government is considering 
pumping millions of shekels into 
Arab neighborhoods in eastern Jeru¬ 
salem to strengthen Israel’s hold 
there. 

The Ministerial Committee for Je¬ 
rusalem Affairs last week discussed 
the urgent need for improving condi¬ 
tions for Arab residents, in light of 
recent inroads marie by Palestinian 
groups — indndmg Hama* — in the 
city, committee sources said. 

A 13-page report reviewing those 
conditions and the activities by Pales¬ 
tinian groups was presented to die 
c ommitt ee by Jerusalem Mayor Ehud 
Ohnert 

“The lack of proper social services 
in Jerusalem’s Arab sector has creat¬ 
ed a vacuum being filled by Palestin¬ 
ian groups, largely Hamas and Fa¬ 
tah,” according to the report. “Those 
groups today operate a wide-range of 
leisure activities, training courses, 
and community activities. 

“Hamas operates its own educa¬ 
tion system, centered on the Temple 
Mount, and which functions as a cen- 
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ter for both youths and adults,” 

The Palestinian Authority is also 
working to establish an education 
system and set up a university in 
eastern Jerusalem, as well as take 
control of Moslem religions institu¬ 
tions, the report said. 

The bulk of the report, “Back¬ 
ground Material for Discussion by 
the Ministerial Committee for Jerusa¬ 
lem Affairs,” for die first time details 
specific needs in the Arab sector. 

Until now, the problems were well- 
known, but no in-depfo study was 
carried out to determine what steps 
were needed to alleviate them, mu¬ 
nicipal sources said. 

The committee agreed to consider 
the needs of Jerusalem’s many Arab 
residents and will meet soon to decide 
what steps it should to take to begin 
to meet them, committee sources 
said. 

“A great number of [Arab fam¬ 
ilies] suffer from serious economic 
problems,” the report stated. “The 


level of physical infrastructure and 
social services in the nou-Jewisfa 
neighborhoods is ~ far below that of 
Jewish neighborhoods.” 

The Arab sector lacks some 120 
km. of roads, requiring N1S 200 mil¬ 
lion for their construction, according 
to the report. NIS 523 million is 
needed to complete and improve east 
Jerusalem’s water system; another 
NIS 79 miUion is needed for sewage 
and drainage systems. 

Other major problems listed are 
“severe poverty, housing shortage, 
the lack of basic services for children, 
youths, and the efderiy.” 

Many of the problems stem from a 
failure to pass zoning plans for most 
Arab neighborhoods, making it diffi¬ 
cult to begin work on infrastructure. 
According to the report, only 13 of 
the city’s about 30 Arab neighbor¬ 
hoods have zoning plans. 

“The municipality alone cannot 
handle the great fiwartraal burden” 
needed to correct the situation, and 
“the cooperation of government min¬ 
istries is required,” the report staled. 


Committee promises solution 
for homeless in Jerusalem 


Wachsman rescue information should not 
have been stalled, OC Manpower says 


A COMMITTEE will find solutions 
for the homeless in Jerusalem’s tent 
city within two weeks. Housing Min¬ 
ister Binyamin B en-Eliezer and 
Knesset Economics Committee 
chairman Gideon Pan (Likud) prom¬ 
ised yesterday. 

The two decided to set up the com¬ 
mittee after a stormy meeting of the 
Economics Committee. The commit¬ 
tee will consist of Deputy Housing 
Minister Eli Ben-Menahem, MK Mi¬ 
chael Eitan (Likud), and Deputy Jeru¬ 
salem Mayor Yigal Amadi. 

The committee will only deal with 
the problems of those eligible, or al¬ 
most eligible, for Housing Ministry 
assistance, however. It will not help 
those trying to “hitch a ride” on the 
genuine homeless to get cheap hous¬ 
ing, Patt said, charging that some of 
the demonstrators already have apart¬ 
ments and cars. 

The tent city residents have been 
asking to be allowed to temporarily 
move into mobile homes. But Ben- 
Eliezer and Ben-Menahem adamant¬ 
ly rejected this, saying it would 
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perpetuate the sites as a type of 
1950s-style transit camp. Fifty-two 
percent of mobile home residents 
have already been moved into perma¬ 
nent homes, they said, and the re¬ 
mainder are mostly veteran Israelis 
rather than immigrants. 

At first, the two insisted that all 
those genuinely eligible for assis¬ 
tance had already been helped. 

“Show me one eligible person 
who hasn’t been taken care of,” Ben- 
Eliezer said. “When there are eligible 
people, we will turn the world upside 
down and they will receive [help]. 
But we are talking about people who 
don’t deserve anything.” 

His ministry, he added, has already 
spent NIS 10 billion on the problem, 
through providing free land, free de¬ 
velopment, $80,000 mortgages, and 
apartments at one-third of the price. 

The ministry is also offering the 
homeless NIS 1,000 a mnnth rent 
money for three months to tide them 
ovet until they find a home, Ben- 


Menahem said. 

“Let them take NIS 100 out of 
their pockets and rent a house,” he 
said. “Let them help themselves a 
little.” 

However, Patt and Eitan did not 
accept this. Some of the demonstra¬ 
tors have homes with no bathrooms 
or no heat, Eitan said; others come 
from violent homes where they can¬ 
not stay safely. The stale must help 
these people, he said. 

NIS 1,000 for three months is not 
enough, Patt added, because the prob¬ 
lem will probably not be solved by 
then. He advocated offering this aid 
until the people in question buy apart¬ 
ments, though he admitted that pres¬ 
sure would have to be put on the 
homeless to give up the subsidy and 
buy. 

He also admitted that there was a 
problem of unreasonable expecta¬ 
tions among the demonstrators. 

“This shouldn’t be an interparty 
fight," Eitan concluded. “We can be 
a joint lobby and reach a national 
consensus.” 


THE head of the IDFs Manpower 
Branch Maj.-Geu. Yoram Yair admit¬ 
ted yesterday that the army had erred 
by not releasing information about 
the failed rescue attempt of Nahshon 
Wachsman immediately after the op¬ 
eration ended. 

“It is clear to us that we made a 
few mistakes [regarding the media] in 
the Wachsman case. The principal 
mistake was that we should have stat¬ 
ed immediately after the Wachsman 
family had been informed that there 
had been an operation, that Wachs¬ 
man was dead, three terrorists killed 
and there were injured soldiers,” 
Yair told the Knesset’s Law and Jus¬ 
tice Committee. 

He said the IDF is checking its 
procedures and trying to shorten the 
period before such information can 
be broadcast. “There is one line that 
we cannot cross. We cannot hurt the 
bereaved families or the families of 
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those serving in dangerous places,” 
he said 

For nearly three hours, Israeli 
broadcasting bodies were not allowed 
to report the failed rescue because the 
family of die fallen officer had not 
been informed of his death. Cable 
television channels and foreign radio 
stations, however, broadcast real time 
reports. 

The meeting, attended by represen¬ 
tatives of the Press Council, Commit¬ 
tee of Editors of Daily Newspapers, 
beads of different Israeli broadcasting 
bodies, and IDF and police officers, 
heard that the ban on publishing the 
incident was based on a gentlemen’s 
agreement from 1969, not censorship 
regulations. 

“Under no circumstances is it per¬ 
missible to report on something that 
isn’t true,” said Press Council 


president Haim Zadok. “However, 
you don’t always have to tell the 
whole truth.” 

“In the Wachsman case every mis¬ 
take posable was made,” said Israel 
Broadcasting Authority Director 
Mordechai Kirecbenbaum. “It put 
the [Israeli] media in the most ridicu¬ 
lous light, ” Khschenbaum said the 
incident had damaged not only the 
credibility of the broadcasting au¬ 
thorities but also the channels that the 
IDF used to convey information. 

Ha’aretz editor Hanoch Mann an 
noted the difference between the 
electronic media and printed press. 
“Newspapers have just one deadline 
a day, whereas the radio and televi¬ 
sion have news broadcasts and bulle¬ 
tins. If the newspapers are prevented 
from printing information about an 
action because the families have to be 


informed, it does not take into‘ac¬ 
count that by the time the newspapers 
reach the readers’ mailboxes, they 
will have heard on the radio, 
anyway.” 

Mann an noted that the larger the 
number of v ictims in any one inci¬ 
dent, fhe more important the inddeqt 
becanje, while conversely it took 
longer to inform all the families. 

There is no need for legislation on 
the subject, particularly as it opened 
the sensitive issue of political inter¬ 
vention in the media, but there is need 
for a clearer understanding, taking 
into account the new reality of Israeli 
communications capabilities with ca¬ 
ble stations and local radio, Zocker 
said. 

“We must avoid reaching a situa¬ 
tion in which Israeli channels lose 
their credibility and parents switch to 
CNN even before something hap¬ 
pens,” he said.

IDF restricts smoking among soldiers 


STOP smoking - and that’s an order! 
The IDF’s Supreme Command has 
issued instructions restricting smok¬ 
ing among soldiers, in accordance 
with the law that went into effect on 
October 19 that affects all 
"workplaces.” 

Among the few places unaffected 
by the restrictions are soldiers’ 
barracks. 

Published in a General Staff circu¬ 
lar to ail units, the orders tell com¬ 
manders of all IDF facilities to ensure 
that no-smoking signs are posted in 
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required areas. They are also told 
how to establish special smoking 
rooms where needed. 

Only smokers may work in areas 
designated as smoking rooms, said 
the orders. These must be closed and 
well-ventilated, and the smoke must 
not reach other populated areas. 

Smoking is now barred in all 
rooms or halls where lectures and 
discussions are held cafeterias, medi¬ 
cal clinics, libraries and reading 


rooms and places where movies are 
screened, except in designated smok¬ 
ing rooms. It is forbidden to light up 
in large work areas where three or 
more people arc on the job if at least 
one of them “prefers not to be togeth¬ 
er with smokers.” Smoking is also 
barred in IDF buses, elevators and 
educational facilities. 

In a survey recently conducted by 
the army magazine Bamahane , two 
thirds of those queried, including 
smokers, favored restricting smoking 
in the IDF. 


MK Dov Shilansky (Likud) yesterday 
attacked the television docu-drama 
Kastner , scheduled to be broadcast by 
Channel 1 next week. 

Shilansky is upset because, in the 
play, Israel Kastner says in court that 
Hanna Szenes broke down under in¬ 
terrogation and informed on her 
colleagues. 

Kastner was a Hungarian Zionist 
leader who tried to negotiate with 
Adolf Eicbmann on the basis of trad¬ 
ing trucks for Jewish lives. He was 
standing for the Knesset on the Mapai 
list in the early 1950s when he was 
accused of collaboration in a pam¬ 
phlet published by MaUriel Green- 
waJd. At the ensuing trial, Grcen- 
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wald’s defense attorney Shmuel Ta- 
mir broke Kastner down. Tamm's 
family has also objected to tbe drama 

The Hungarian-born Szenes, a Ha- 
gana fighter parachuted into occupied 
Europe, was caught crossing into 
Hungary, tortured, and tried for trea¬ 
son by a Hungarian court She was 
executed in November 1944, bat her 
story became a legend on which gen¬ 
erations of Israeli children have been 
raised.

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Zionist Movement, Union of Ameri¬ 
can Hebrew Congregations, Appeal 
of Conscience Foundation, and Com¬ 
mittee for foe Economic Growth of 
Israel. 


Cohen was bora in Brooklyn. Dur¬ 
ing World War n, he served as a 
navigator in foe Air Force in foe 
Pacific. After foe war, he worked in 
the US and Paris for foe American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee. 
He then joined foe American Jewish 
Congress, resigning in 1979 when he 
formed his own media relations firm.

US radiology experts here to give workshops 


FIVE experts from foe US Food and 
Drug Administration are here to lead 
workshops for training government 
supervisors of foe production of med¬ 
ical devices. 

The experts, from the FDA’s Cen¬ 
ter for Devices and Radiological 
Health, are leading foe two work¬ 
shops at no cost to foe Health Minis¬ 
try. 
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Tbe first five-day workshop, at¬ 
tended in Tel Aviv by 150 govern¬ 
ment inspectors, will conclude to¬ 
morrow. The second, in which 35 are 
registered, will open Wednesday ar 
Kibbutz Ma’aleb Hahamisba outside 
Jerusalem. 

According to new regulations initi¬ 


ated bv foe ministry’s unit for medi¬ 
cal devices and instrumentation, gov¬ 
ernment inspectors must be present 
during the manufacturing process in 
biomedical industries to ensure quali¬ 
ty. According to unit director Dr. Avi 
Uvnat, supervision will be done in 
para-clinical and clinical laboratories, 
as well as foe pharmaceutical and 
cosmetics industries. 


Government to help olim pay for school ‘extras’ 


THE government has decided to con¬ 
tribute towards foe education levy 
(agrot hinuch ) and all other "extras” 
for children of olim who have been in 
foe country for up to three years. 

The decision, retroactive to the be¬ 
ginning of foe present academic year, 
was made by Absorption Minister 
Yair Tzaban and Deputy Education 
Minister Micha Goldman when it 
transpired that numerous immigrant 
children were unable to buy even foe 
most essential school supplies. 

The Treasury agreed to transfer foe

funds directly to foe local authorities 
on foe basis of foe number of immi¬ 
grant children studying in every 
location. 

However, foe government’s partic¬ 
ipation will be phased. In junior high 
school, for example, children of olim 
will get everything free iu their first 
year but foe government will partici¬ 
pate in 80% of foe costs during foe 
second year of their stay in foe coun¬ 
try and 50% in foe third year. 


Some 2,000 immigrant children 
had not had sufficient funds to pay 
foe education levy tins year, Goldman 
told a news conference last week. 

The new arrangement covers “ex¬ 
tras” such as school trips and cultural 
activities as well. 

Meanwhile. 5,000 immigrant 
teachers have been absorbed in the 
educational system this year. 1,000 
more than in the previous year. An 
extra 2300 teaching hours per week 
were approved by foe Education Min¬ 
istry for this purpose.

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Indian police hold Afghan militants 
after freeing Western hostages

NEW DELHI 

INDIAN police said they arrest¬ 
ed two Afghans yesterday after 
safely freeing four western hos¬ 
tages whose captors had threat¬ 
ened to behead them one by one 
unless some Kashmiri separatists 
were released from jail. 

The Afghans were among five 
suspected militants arrested in 
connection with the kidnapping 
of three Britons and an Ameri¬ 
can who were held for up to a 
month in chains. Home Secretary 
K. Padmanabhaiah told a news 
conference. 

AH four were freed unharmed 
in separate raids in which two 
policemen and a suspected cap- 
tor were killed. 

The Britons told the news con¬ 
ference they were all lured into 
captivity in Delhi by an engaging 
Indian who spoke impeccable 
English and offered to show- 
them an Indian village. 

“Our ‘friend* turned into our 
captor," said Paul Ridout, one of 
three Britons, in a statement he 
read to the news conference. 

The statement was drafted 
with the two other Britons, 
Christopher Myles Croston and 
Rhys Partridge. Partridge was 
kidnapped on September 29, and 
Ridout and Croston on October 
16. 

“We were held at gdnpoint 
from then on. We were chained 
but otherwise were well treated 
and we were told that we would 
be out within a month if things 
went well," Ridout said. 

“They were kept in sub-hu¬ 
man, almost animal conditions,'* 
Padmanabhaiah said. Ridout 
said the hostages first thought 



they would be killed but with 
time the fear receded. 

The American captive, teacher 
Bela Nuss, was taken captive in 
Delhi on October 20 by a .man 
named Rohit Sharma who prom¬ 
ised to get the American's visa 
extended, said Padmanabhaiah, 


the most senior civil servant In 
the interior ministry. 

Sharma - a Hindu name - of¬ 
fered to set up a dinner for Nuss 
with an Indian family. Instead he 
was covered with a hood and 
whisked away at gunpoint in a 
Mara ti van by Rohit and three 


others to Mussourie village, 
about 40 kilometers from Delhi. 

Padmanabhaiah said the Indi¬ 
an government received a letter 
last Friday from a previously un¬ 
known organization called' Al- 
Hadid claiming it was based in 
Afghanistan. 


68 killed as commuter plane crashes in Indiana rainstorm 


ROSELAWN, Ind. (AP)-First there was a 
nimble, then the high-pitched whine of en¬ 
gines at full throttle as the doomed com¬ 
muter plane plummeted to the ground in a 
rainstorm, “like a black streak coming 
down.” 

American Eagle Flight 4184 from India¬ 
napolis to Chicago crashed Monday after¬ 
noon about 100 kilometers short of its desti¬ 
nation, killing all 64 passengers and four 
crew members. 

Among the victims were 11 people from 
foreign countries - four from Great Britain, 
three from Colombia, and one each 'from 
Canada-, South Korea, Lesotho and Germa¬ 
ny, according.to -a -partial passenger list 


released yesterday by the airline. 

Wreckage of the seven-month-old 
French-Italian-made Super ATR twin-en¬ 
gine, high-wing propjet was scattered 
across a muddy 40-acre soybean field in 
northwest Indiana, 50 kilometers south of 
Gary. Searchers just shook their heads. 
“What we did see, we didn’t like,” said 
firefighter John Knapp. 

National Transportation Safety Board 
Chairman Jim Hall said searchers found the 
plane’s cockpit voice recorder within hours 
of the crash. The flight data recorder, which 
shows altitude and other information, was 
found yesterday morning and both were 
being rushed to Washington for analysis, he 


said. 

Witnesses said there was driving rain 
when the plane went down. 

“It sounded like [the pilot] bad it full 
throttle, like a stunt pilot, like he was going 
to tiy to bring it up, said Bob Hilton, who 
was working under the hood of his truck. 

"R came down, almost straight down, not 
at an angle - just straight down," said Larry 
Midlriff, who saw the crash as he was driv¬ 
ing along a highway. “It didn't look like it 
had a left wing on it. It jast looked like a 
black streak coming down.” 

It was the third majqr plane crash this 
year, with a death toll of at least 25, in the 
United States. There were no major crashes 


last year; it had been seven years since there 
were three major crashes in one year. 

A USAir jet crashed Sept. 8 on approach 
to Pittsburgh, killing all 132 aboard. On 
July 2, a a USAir jetliner crashed July 2 in 
North Carolina in a thunderstorm, killing 
37 people. 

Before that, the fast major crash had 
been March 22. 1992. when a USAir jet¬ 
liner crashed while taking off in a snow¬ 
storm at La Guardia Airport in New York, 
killing 27 people. 

American Eagle canceled plans to cele¬ 
brate its lOtb anniversary yesterday. It had 
planned to unveil a specially decorated air¬ 
plane at Dallas-Foit Worth Airport. 


Survey: US schools 
more violent 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
American schools are becoming 
more violent, not only in major 
cities but in smaller towns and 
suburbs, according to a 700-city 
survey to be published today by 
the National League of Cities. 

Only 11 percent of the commu¬ 
nities surveyed said violence was 
not a problem. One out of four 
reported incidents involving seri¬ 
ous injuries or deaths in the past 
year and 40 percent said gangs 
were a significant problem. 


Trial starts for Brooklyn Bridge killer of Lubavitch youth 


NEW YORK (AP) - The lawyer 
for the Lebanese-born man ac¬ 
cused of murdering a Jewish stu¬ 
dent and wounding three others 
argued yesterday that his client 
was temporarily insane when he 
opened fire on their van on the 
Brooklyn Bridge in March. 

Attorney Eric Sears said that 
in order to understand his client’s 
actions it was necessary to under¬ 
stand his life before he came to 
the United States. 

Rashid Baz, a Lebanese na¬ 
tional and a livery cab driver, is 
charged with the murder of Aar¬ 


on Halberstam, 16, who along 
with about 14 other Lubavitcber 
yeshiva students was returning to 
Brooklyn from Manhattan. 
Three others were wounded. 

Until he was 18 years old, Baz 
lived in Beirut, where there was a 
civil war going on, where “the 
violence, besides being constant 
and random, was often brutal,*' 
Sears said in his opening state¬ 
ment at the start of Baz’s trial in 
a Manhattan court. 

“The house he left in the 
morning could be rubble that 
night,” Sears said. 


Baz’s lawyers have refused to 
discuss the case, but they filed 
papers in August saying they will 
argue that the 28-year-old Baz 
was mentally defective on March 
1 when be strafed a van carrying 
the Jewish youths with automatic 
gunfire. 

Sears said he will call psychia¬ 
trists who will explain why the 
defense contends that Baz was 
out of control and not responsi¬ 
ble for his actions when be shot 
at the van. 

Meanwhile, Assistant District 
Attorney Armand Durastaoti 


said yesterday morning that 
Baz's claim that the van's occu¬ 
pants fired at him first was not 
true, and that he will call witness¬ 
es to prove that. 

The first prosecution witness 
scheduled to testify yesterday was 
a police officer who found shell 
casings at the scene. A civilian 
witness who saw the event unfold 
also was scheduled to be called. 

The defense is expected to say 
Baz was driven over the edge by 
the killing a few days earlier of 29 
people by Baruch Goldstein in 
Machpela Cave in Hebron.

Escaped convicts 
lead German police .} f

HEISTERBERG, Germany 
/ AP) - Police yesterday captures 
one of two escaped convicts m 
woods near a vacation colony at j 
ter he led them on a wild 30-tiOur 
chase across Germany, switching 
getaway cars and hostages often. 

But the other man, a former 
East German army commando 
dubbed “the Machete Murder¬ 
er,” continued to elude police. 

German media had breathless¬ 
ly followed the two men, who 
kidnapped police officers, 
robbed a bank and raced through 
six German states. 

Gerhard Polak, a 35-year-old 
Swiss extortionist, was captured 
about 2 p.m. by officers who had 
ringed this lakeside hamlet after 
the outlaws abandoned their car 
and freed a last set of hostages 
early yesterday. 

Polak was found lying on the 
ground in the woods and did not 
resiste arrest, said police spokes¬ 
man Kurt Maier. He had a ruck¬ 
sack, a dummy hand grenade, 
some money and a weapon that 
Maier did not describe. 

Maier said police saw a second 


person'in the woods, which, sur¬ 
rounded by heavily aimed police 
with machine guns, riptJielmets 
and bullet-proof vests. Reporter 
heard gunfire at the time,of the 

at large was Raymond Al¬ 
bert, a 32 -year-old former mem-: 
ber of an elite unit of the East 
German army, who had been 
serving a life term for strangling 
a tavern owner and cutting the 
man’s head off with a machete. 

Several times on Monday, the 
outlaws spoke with television 
and tabloid reporters over a car 
phone. They said they had ma¬ 
chine pistols and a grenade and 
would blow themselves and their 
hostages up unless police kept 

back. , .j 

“You can take us out, it’s all 

the same to me, because I’ve got 
nothing to lose. Same for my 
friend,” one of the fugitives told 
RTL2 television. 

They released the last three 
hostages, a couple and a man 
originally seized with his chil¬ 
dren, aged three and one. about 
4:30 a.m.

ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) - A 
bomb exploded yesterday at a 
cemetery amid a group of children 
honoring combatants of the war of 
independence, killing five of the 
children and injuring 17, security 
forces said. 

The blast at the Mostaganem 
cemetery, 280 kilometers west of 
Algiers, was one of two known 
bombs that exploded at cemeter¬ 
ies in Algeria, a gathering point 
for yesterday’s commemorations 
marking the start of the indepen¬ 
dence war against France that 
ended in 1962. 

A war veteran was slightly in¬ 
jured when a bomb exploded at 
the Karimia cemetery in Chief. 


150 kilometers southwest of the 
capital, security forces said. 

There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility for the blasts, the 
first apparently aimed at children 
in violence between Islamic ex¬ 
tremists and the military-backed 
government that has wracked this* 
North African nation for more 
than 2Vi years. 

More than 10,000 people have 
been killed since the army can¬ 
celed January 1992 legislative 
elections to thwart a fundamental¬ 
ist victory. 

The explosions.came a day after 
President Liamine Zeroual an¬ 
nounced that presidential elec¬ 
tions would be held in a year. 


Ex-wife of movie director 
John Huston named as ‘friend’ 
of Prince Charles in 70s 




LONDON (AP) - A newspaper yesterday identified an Indian 
woman who had an intense emotional relationship with Prince 
Charles in the 1970s as Zoe Sallis, an ex-wife of the Jate movie 
director John Huston. 

The Doily Mail said it traced Sallis, 54, a former actress, to 
her north London apartment. She refused to talk about the 
relationship - which Charles' biographer says sent “a frisson of 
alarm" through the royal household. 

The authorized biography. The Prince of Wales , went on sale 
yesterday, but got off to a slow start, apparently because the 
most controversial sections were serialized last month in The 
Sunday Times . Charles gave biographer Jonathan Dimbleby 
long interviews and access to thousands of private papers. 

The-book says Charles, 45, was pushed into a loveless mar¬ 
riage with Princess Diana, had a mistress he loved, still suffers 
insecurities and is determined to become king. 

Charles, who is in Los Angeles on a five-day visit, is said in 
the biography to have been under the spiritual influence of “an 
Indian woman” in the late 70s - before his 1981 marriage to 
Diana. ® 

Dimbleby said the Indian woman got Charles interested in 
eastern philosophy and vegetarianism in 1978 and 1979, and 
their relationship became so intense “on an emotional and 
spiritual level” that it threatened to jeopardize the prince’s 
sense of perspective. 

The newspaper quoted Sallis as telling its reporter “It ftbe 
relationship] means a lot to me and I don’t want to talk about it 
If it was something frivolous, that would be OK. but it’s not ’’ 

The Daily Mail said that early in the friendship Sallis took 
Charles to visit a swami in west London, and he invited her to 
Buckingham Palace, Windsor Castle, and Balmoral 

In the biography, Dimbleby said the relationship ended when 
Charles private Secretary Edward Adeane decided it had to stoo. 

The newspaper said Sallis was bom Zoreen Ismail, daughter of 
an Indian nobleman. She was one of six wives of Huston and has a 
31-year-old son Daniel by him. 


Bosnia says it cut Serb supply route 
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SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovi- 
na (AP) - The government army 
squeezed Bosnian Serb troops on 
two battlefronts yesterday, claim¬ 
ing the capture of a strategic Serb 
town while pressing its most suc¬ 
cessful offensive of the war. 

Bosnian army sources, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
they took Tmovo, 27 kilometers 
southwest of Sarajevo, in fighting 
overnight. 

If true, this would cut a key 
supply road linking Bosnian Serb 
holdings in western and eastern 
parts of the country. Neither the 
Serbs nor the United Nations im¬ 
mediately confirmed the town’s 
fall. 


Fighting resumed yesterday 
morning in the far northwest, 
where a two-pronged offensive try 
the Bosnian army had already cap¬ 
tured at least 250 square kilome¬ 
ters of formerly Serb-held land, 
the biggest gain of the war. 

Bosnian Serb and Moslem-led 
government forces were massed 
around the town of Bosanka 
Krupa, said Maj. Mohammad Ba¬ 
shir, a UN officer in the north¬ 
western government-held city of 
Bihac. J 

‘The fate of Bosanska Krupa is 
stdl unclear.’’ Bashir said. “Some ■ 
Bosnian Serb troops are still inside 
the town, probably trying to stand 
up to the Bosnian army." 
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Canada to admit fewer immigrants in *95 


OTTAWA (AP) - The govern¬ 
ment announced yesterday that it 
would reduce the number of immi¬ 
grants allowed into Canada in 
1995. and insist that in the future 
more of the newcomers must pay 
their own way. 

The government said it wants 
between 190.000 and 215,000 im- . 
migrants and refugees to enter 
Canada in 1995 - a cut of 15,000 to 
25.000 from the number expected 
this year.

Japanese aid may be funding Islamic terrorism 


W HAT is the connection be¬ 
tween Japanese taxpayers and 
the victims of terrorist bombs 
m lei Avtv. London and Buenos Aires 9 
Iran is. 

Who says so? 

The US, Arab countries. Israel. Brit¬ 
an and just about everyone else in pri- 
TOte. Regarding Iran, only German offi¬ 
cials never comment. 

The Japanese government meanwhile 
nervously waits to stumble on a “smok¬ 
ing bomb" as it wades uneasily through 
die troubled waters lapping around its 
imported oil, its Middle East investment 
opportunities and its Overseas Develop¬ 
ment Aid (ODA) to Iran. 

The Japanese funds are the only offi¬ 
cial money Iran is getting from G7 do¬ 
nors - even though private enterprise 
ensures that great volumes of caviar, 
carpets and oil land on Western and 
Japanese shores. Japan is Iran’s second 
largest trading partner, after Germany. 

First in line at the founding of the 
huge modern Japan-Iran connection was 
Mitsui, a corporation that tried to estab¬ 
lish a petrochemical presence in Iran. It 
aimed to be a corporate “fiefdom” 
granted’by decrees of both governments 
in the 1970s. 

This bid to secure a solidly guaran¬ 
teed fuel supply turned to misadventure 
after the Khomeini revolution when 
work on Japan’s giant petrochemical 


project had to be abandoned. 

The complex at Bander Khomeini was 
as colossal as the losses. The question 
that now concerns Japanese corpora¬ 
tions is what influence the country's 
ODA to Iran might have on the possibil¬ 
ity of recouping these massive debts. 

UNLIKE Caesar's wife, the Japanese 
government is well within reproach. 
There is a potential political storm brew¬ 
ing over how far the government is using 
public money to buy later repayment of 
Iran's debts. The heavy clouds are obvi¬ 
ous over many ministries as politicians 
and bureaucrats scramble to get in 
line with G7 directives on ODA 
recipients. 

A lot of that ODA money earmarked 
for Iran is on hold and the political wis¬ 
dom of continuing it is being debated. 

One Japanese economist, who has 
been involved in relations with Iran for 
two decades, said the reasons for Japan 
funding Teheran with soft loans - asking 
for little or no collateral - is rather more 
complex than he had believed. 

“The Japanese still somehow feel that 
Iran is a major supplier of our vital oil. 
However, the Iranian proportion of oil 
supply dropped from 37 percent in 1972 
to below 10 percent a decade later and is 
even lower today. 

"Japan also feels that by supporting 
the pragmatic politicians in Teheran eco- 
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nomicully. fundamentalist terrorism 
would be curtailed. I’ve also heard it said 
that being generous to Iran would en¬ 
sure that no Iranian-backed terrorism 
would be directed against Japan, and 
would ensure future business opportuni¬ 
ties as well as protecting future repay¬ 
ment of Iranian debts to Japanese corpo¬ 
rations. One could say the reason |for 
soft-aid programs] is a blend of all these 
factors." 

Nevertheless, the bottom line is that 
public money from Japan is helping to 
support an Iranian regime reputed by 
most and certified by many as terrorist. 

GERMANY, WHICH set up an Irani¬ 
an connection at the turn of the century, 
is Japan's mentor in many ways. And 
one German diplomatic source conced¬ 
ed: “There has been no official German 
criticism of Iran's alleged support for 
terrorism.'* Although German taxpay¬ 
ers' money is not on the list of exports to 
Iran - as it is in Japan - much public 
money has been diverted to ventures for 
rural and economic projects. 

The US opposes official international 
credits and aid to Iran as long as it 
“continues to support terrorism." 
One US diplomatic source at the 
embassy here summed it up: 

“The circumstantial evidence is be¬ 


yond question. Iran is acting as a major 
paymaster for terrorist groups such as 
Hamas. Our intelligence services have 
closely monitored the Iranian financing 
of worldwide terrorism and fundamen¬ 
talist aspirations and still they [Japanese 
government officials] refuse to believe 
us.” 

This refusal to observe the US policy 
of “double containment” for Iraq and 
Iran does not bode well for Japan and 
Germany getting full parity if and when 
they are accepted on the UN Security 
Council. 

Another US body has no doubts about 
the financial source for the recent world¬ 
wide bombings. The Center for Security 
Policy believes “Iran is the leading state 
sponsor of international terrorism.” 

One American expert pointed out that 
“all the oil-rich Islamic states are dia¬ 
metrically opposed to to any form of 
fundamentalism.... The main supporters 
of fundamentalism are poor, with the 
exception of Iran. Even Libya has con¬ 
cluded enough is enough." 

THE clear policy of the US State De¬ 
partment is to make terrorist-supporting 
states pay the cost by imposing econom¬ 
ic, diplomatic and military sanctions. 
The State Department has reported that 
Iran not only continues to kill Iranian 


dissidents abroad, but it also funds and 
trains extremists bent on overthrowing 
secular pro-Western governments such 
as those in Egypt and Tunisia. 

The Americans say Iran not only to¬ 
tally opposes the Middle East peace pro¬ 
cess, but it funds and arms those who 
share that view. Teheran policymakers 
continue to view terrorism as a valid tool 
to accomplish political objectives. Acts 
of terrorism are approved at the highest 
level of the government, say experts. It 
is now the preeminent sponsor of Islamic 
arid Palestinian extremist groups, sup¬ 
plying funds, weapons and training. 

The activities of Hizbullah and the 
Hamas atrocity on DizengofT Street 
highlight the paradox that Japan is sin¬ 
cerely involved in the Middle East peace 
process, while at the same time it is 
indirectly funding groups committed to 
disrupting it by every means. 

Another irony is that Yasser Arafat is 
now a more worthy recipient for Japa¬ 
nese money, yet he has been complain¬ 
ing about Iran financing terrorist subver¬ 
sion by Hamas in Gaza. 

OTHER Arab states have repeatedly 
pointed out that money flowing from 
Japan to Teheran allows the Iranians to 
deploy more funds to military projects - 
including nuclear research - as well as 
fomenting fundamentalist unrest within 
these states. 


“I can point my finger at Iran without 
hesitation.'’ said an Egyptian govern¬ 
ment official. “After many of our citi¬ 
zens went to fight in the Afghan war. 
they were paid and trained by agents of 
Iran to go borne and destabilize democ¬ 
racy in Egypt." 

This year, when Prime Minister Rabin 
gave vent to frustration and denonneed 
Iran for funding terrorism, he al so criti¬ 
cized Japan for — in turn - funding Iran. 
In New York recently, as Japan made its 
play for the Security Council. Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres expressed dissat- 
' isfacrion to his counterpart Yohei Kono 
over continued Japanese development 
aid for Iran. 

Peres pointed out that every dollar 
received in Teheran frees one dollar for 
funding terrorist operations. 

The Japanese minister, stood by the 
excuse that “constructive engagement” 
could help a more moderate government 
m Iran to emerge. So far, Japan is alone 
in believing that “moderation" is on 
Iran's future agenda. And as long as the 
current rulers remain, a Middle East 
living in peaceful economic harmony 
contains few benefits for Iran.

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Iran to US: 

Isolation 
won’t work 


I RAN has cautioned President 
Bill Clinton against pushing 
for tighter sanctions a gains t it, 

; saying three previous US adminis- 
‘ trations had tried but failed to 
r tame the anti-American regime 
through such pressure. 

Responding to Western efforts 
to isolate Iran for its staunch op¬ 
position to Arab-Israeli peace, the 
state-run Islamic Republic News 
Agency (JRNA) said Clinton 
should understand that times have 
changed. < 

“Clinton continues to repeat 
die errors of his predecessors, not 
knowing perhaps that his own situ¬ 
ation for perpetuating Washing¬ 
ton's past policies in that respect 
are less easy than they were for his 
predecessors,” IRNA said in a dis¬ 
patch over the weekend. 

The agency, monitored in Cy¬ 
prus, said Iran “is now in better 
shape” than before. Washington’s 
efforts to opiate 

and diplomatically are doomed ttf - 
failure, it added. 

Despite Iran’s outward-show of 
confidence, there is unease about 
US intentions against it. 

Iran has long opposed the pres¬ 
ence of US forces in the region. It 
blasted the US for beefing up its 
forces in the Gulf after Iraq 
massed np to 80,000 troops, in¬ 
cluding two divisions of the elite 
Republican Guard, near the Ku¬ 
wait! border earlier this month. 

Iran has now hinted for the first 
time that it saw those forces as a 
threat against its own security. 

"Who are they threatening and 
who do they want to scare? They 
entered the region on the pretext 
of Iraq, but despite Iraq's capitu¬ 
lation they still remain in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf," said spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei. 

**With an iron’fist” Iran would 
smash any aggressor, he said dur¬ 
ing a visit to a shrine in southern 
Iran. 

Iran, which ‘ officially vows to 
annihilate Israel and “liberate all 
of Palestine,” blasted Jordan for 
signing a peace treaty with Israel. 

US Secretary of State-Warren 
Christopher last week again sin¬ 
gled out Iran as “the world's most 
significant sponsor of terrorism." . 
He called on US allies to curtail 
their economic dealings with 
Teheran. 

“The threats by Washington 
against Iran, and its call on its 
allied nations to reduce political 
and economic relations with Iran 
to a minimum, are not new," ac¬ 
cording to IRNA.

I N the narrow alleys of the old casbah of 
Algiers, word of a new call for a Moslem- 
guenilla offensive spreads rapidly from 
mouth to mouth. 

In the Algiers regional military headquarters 
in nearby Blida, soldiers of the army that de¬ 
feated the French receive their orders: “Fight 
to the end, whatever the sacrifice.” 

And up on tiie hill of the capital, once called 
“Algiers the White” for its elegant, white¬ 
washed buildings overlooking the Mediterra¬ 
nean, the man who struggled to drag Algeria 
from three years of slaughter appears to have 
given up. 

“It looks grim for the future.” one Western 
diplomat said at the weekend after hearing that 
President Liamine Zeroual had admitted his 
effort to find common ground with the out¬ 
lawed Islamic Salvation Front (FIS; had failed. 

“If it has failed, it's possible Zeroual might 
go," he said. 

Hie president was caught in the middle. 
Many diplomats believe he was too ham¬ 
pered by the hardline military men to make 
any realistic offers for peace with the Islamists 
whom officials blame for a conflict in which 
10,000 to 20,000 people have been slain since 
January 1992.

many effectively acting as surrogates for the 
FIS, and the transfer of the two top FIS leaders 
from jail to house arrest, said: 

“In spite of all the efforts that [Zeroual] has 
made, the positions between the different par¬ 
ties and between the parties and the state, 
including the position of the banned party [the 
FIS], remain far apart." 

More significantly for many, the president 
accused the two top men in the FIS, Abassi 
Madani and his fiery deputy Ali Belhadj. of 
encouraging “terrorism and extremism." 

He made the assessment after three meet¬ 
ings between his officials and the two men 
since September 15 - two days after they were 
moved from Blida jail and three colleagues 
were freed. 

“Abassi refused without hesitation [to con¬ 
demn violence], adding that such a statement 
would be useless and would complicate the 
situation.” 

The presidential statement said their inten¬ 
tions were clearly reveaJed in two letters “ad¬ 
dressed by Ali Belhadj to terrorists from his 
current residence. These two letters ... prove 
the maneuvering attitude of the leaders of the 


banned party which continues to encourage 
terrorism and extremism.” 

Algeria, with 26 million people a mere 
hour's flight away from southern Europe, had 
come under growing pressure from the US and 
France, among other Western countries, to 
negotiate with the FIS. 

France, in particular, along with Spain. Ger¬ 
many and Italy fear an influx of fleeing Algeri¬ 
ans if the bloody conflict, that has sent thou¬ 
sands of foreigners fleeing, worsens. 

Apparently as a quid pro quo for sympathet¬ 
ic treatment over foreign debt, which crippled 
Algeria despite oil and gas wealth, the army- 
backed authorities did negotiate. 

But most diplomats believe it was too little, 
too late to salvage the wreckage caused by the 
January IV92 cancellation of a general election 
the then-legal FIS looked certain to win. 

“We've always been skeptical of dialogue 
succeeding, because Zeroual could not go be¬ 
yond what the people behind him - the army 
hardliners - would allow,” said one European 
diplomat.

T HE driver gestured toward 
the white high-rise apart¬ 
ment blocks and supermar¬ 
kets of downtown Tripoli. 

"Look at the streets, the 
houses, the shops,” said Abdel- 
Karim el-Ghadban. “We never 
had them before." 

El-Ghadban’s life has unproved 
since Muammar Gaddafi came to 
power 25 years ago. El-Ghadban 
arrived in Tripoli from a desert 
town as a young man. Now 60, he 
owns his Mercedes cab and has 
seen his three sons and two daugh¬ 
ters graduate from college. 

Free education and health care, 
inexpensive housing and govern¬ 
ment jobs are among the means 
Gaddafi uses to keep Libya’s 4.7 
million people happy - and keep 
his grip on power. 

But Gaddafi does more than 
pour oil money into his brand of 
Arab socialism. He keeps a tight 
rein on the military, tolerates no 
dissent and makes sure no one 
gets enough power to challenge 
him. 

This other side of Gaddafi is 
apparent in the refusal of many 
Libyans to give their names when 
discussing him. 

Some are embarrassed by his 
more outlandish tactics and angry 
at Libya’s international isolation- 
The UN Security Council imposed 
diplomatic, air travel and econom¬ 
ic sanctions in an attempt to force 
the surrender of two Libyans 
charged in the 1988 bombing of 
Pan Am Flight 103 over Locker¬ 
bie, Scotland. 

“It could be a dream nation 
with money from oil, a location on 
the Mediterranean near Europe, a 
small population," said Moham¬ 
med fibril, an opposition leader 
who lives in exile in Egypt. “Look 
what he's done to us, this lunatic." 

Gaddafi was 27 when he de¬ 
posed King Idris in a bloodless 
coup - now enshrined as “the rev¬ 
olution" - on September 1, 1969. 

Now 52, with his hair dyed jet 
black, Gaddafi also has shifted 
role> from younu nationalist to 
faithful Moslem to father figure. 
In the latter role, he is seen on 
state television being hugged by 
young women - a surprise in a 
conservative society where some 
women still wear the farashia 
cloak that reveals only one eye. 

Gaddafi pictures himself as the 
only Arab leader standing up to 


the West. He claims Libya has no 
government as such and its poli¬ 
cies are set by "people's 
committees." 

“My role ended when the power 
of the people was announced in 
1977,” Gaddafi corrected a re¬ 
porter who recently addressed 
him as “Mr. President." 

But every Libyan knows Gad¬ 
dafi is the absolute ruler. His 
name is constantly on the air 
waves, songs praise him as “the 
Arabs' hawk,” and excerpts of his 
speeches are played over and 
over. 

A European diplomat, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
said Gaddafi knows Libya better 
than anyone. He travels the coun¬ 
try constantly and chooses aides 
from different tribes to keep con¬ 
trol of Libya’s traditional tribal 
politics. 

By appointing military officers 
and government officials down to 
the junior level, he controls who 
gets power. High : ranlring officers 
are retired young, usually with 
enough money to open boutiques 
or restaurants. 

Still, he has had to deal with 
several coup attempts, the latest in 
October 1993 when he sent air¬ 
force planes to crush a mutiny by 
army conscripts at bases in eastern 
Libya. 

Such upheaval is rare. Gaddafi 
uses the country's oil and gas in¬ 
come - about one-third of Libya's 
$27 billion economy - to make 
sure the military and the public 
are taken care of. 

Bnt Libya’s oil income has been 
hurt by depressed world prices. 

The country is also starting to 
feel the effects of UN sanctions 
imposed in April 1992 and tight¬ 
ened last year. The sanctions 
banned air’ traffic with Libya, 
barred the sale of some oil equip¬ 
ment to the country and froze 
some Libyan money abroad. 

Workers complain they cannot 
afford imported goods as the Liby¬ 
an dinar slips - officially it is worth 
$3, but it brings just 30 cents on 
the black market. Businessmen 
say the air travel ban forces them 
into long desert road journeys. 

But the embargo may not be 
hurting Gaddafi that much. By 
constantly picturing Libya as 
threatened and bullied by the 
West, he takes the public's mind 
off other problems. (AP)

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Police misconduct 


I N June of this year, independent recommenda¬ 
tions on addressing the problem of police 
misconduct—known as the Kremnitzer Report 
—woe endorsed by Police Minister Moshe Sha h al 
and Inspector-General Assaf Hefetz. “There is no 
place in the Israel Police for violent police offi¬ 
cers,” S hahal said at the time. He even asked 
KrernnitTftT to issue a follow-up report on the 
implementation of the recommendations. 

But if an incident during President Bill Gin- 
ton’s visit last week is any indication, the police 
have learned nothing and changed nothing. If 
anything, they have compounded their brutal con¬ 
duct with crude and transparent attempts to cover 
it up. 

Tile security measures taken during the visit 
were unprecedented. A large part of the dty was 
closed to traffic, and no permits were issued for 
demonstrations. But the fundamental right of pro¬ 
testers to gather in small numbers - under SO - 
without a permit, was not withdrawn. 

An organization known as Women for Israel’s 
Tomorrow had announced to the press that it 
would hold a small vigil on a sidewalk a few 
hundred meters from Jerusalem International 
Convention Center, where Clinton was scheduled 
to hold a press conference. The group, known also 
as Women in Green, wanted to protest plans to 
relinquish the Golan and to station American 
troops there. They were going to cany a coffin 
draped with an American flag. 

Because of die difficulties in getting around, 
only a dozen women arrived. But they never held 
their vigiL Scores of policemen, none of whom 
wore identity tags as required by law, met them on 
the sidewalk. They forcefully confiscated the cof¬ 
fin and die home-made placards. They punched a 
70-year old husband of one of the women in the 
stomach while pinnin g his arms back, and 
grabbed a folded placard he was holding. They 
also pushed and beat the women. 

The leader of the group, Nadia Matar, was 
pushed to the ground, kicked and beaten. She was 
then dragged to her feet and pulled to a police van 
while the arresting officer shouted, “You hit me 
and kicked me and impeded the fulfilling of my 
duty, and you kicked other policemen; you are 
going straight to the police van.” 

Matar was booked at the police station and told 
she would be detained for 48 hours. She com¬ 
plained of severe pain. A prison doctor said she 
might have broken ribs, but she was forced to 
spend the night in jail It took die intervention of 
several Knesset members with the head of the 
Jerusalem police district, Cmdr. Aryeh Amit and 


his. deputy, Micky Levy, to get her released the 
next morning on NIS 10,000 baiL Among these 
Knesset members were former Knesset speaker 
Dov Shilansky, Naomi Blumentfaal, Uzi Landau 
and Ron Nahman, all of the Likud. 

It was a disgraceful incident, but it cotOd have 
been attributed to the nervousness and lack of 
discipline of policemen under pressure. What 
makes it far more disturbing is the way the police 
brass and Shahal himself tried to excuse it When 
Shilansky called Amit, he was told that Matar, 
who weighs 56 kg, had kicked and injured two 
policemen, one of whom was hospitalized with 
serious injuries. “Who knows what will happen to 
him,” said Amit. When Nahman called Amit’s 
deputy, Levy, he was told a similar story. “She is. 
notoriously wild. We have experience with her. 
She caused one policeman to have internal bleed¬ 
ing in his kidney.” 

Shahal later admitted that die story of the 
injured policeman was “an error.” It happened at 
another scene, he said. (There was no report of an 
injured policeman that day). Clearly, the very idea 
that Matar could have caused such injuries to a 
policeman is too preposterous to be taken serious¬ 
ly. But Shahal also asserted that Amit was at the 
scene, something Amit himself never claimed 
when he spoke to Shilansky and Bhunenthal. Nor 
is it possible that, had he been at the scene, he 
would have told the story of a badly injured 
policeman. Shahal also excused the dispersion of 
the demonstration by stating that a large crowd 
gathered to watch it Eyewitnesses deny this. 

What makes the story particularly odious is that 
Matar is not just another mistreated demonstrator. 
In March she was beaten and arrested for leading 
a protest outside the Supreme Court bonding. She 
immediate ly filed a civil suit against the police. 
Five months after the incident, the police sudden¬ 
ly got together seven almost identical affida vits 
from policemen accusing her of assaulting them in 
the March incident A videotape of the incident, 
known to be in the possession of Channel 2, has 
mysteriously disappeared. Requests that the tele¬ 
vision station search for it have been ignored. 

The whole story sounds uncomfortably like a 
Kafkaesque nightmare, something out of a Latin 
American dictatorship. It is difficult to accept it as 
happening in Israel But if the police continue to 
conduct themselves in this manner whenever 
there are demonstrations against government poli¬ 
cies, it will be impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that their behavior is politically motivated. There 
will be no sadder day for Israeli democracy if such 
a conclusion becomes inescapable.

By 
1 gaining philosophical insight and 
wisdom (philo-sophia = love of wis¬ 
dom), they enrich their lives and are 
empowered to deal better with their 
predicaments. Obviously (and happi¬ 
ly), there are many ways in which 
people can apply philosophical un¬ 
derstanding to their livfe.

T HE peace agreement with Jor¬ 
dan and the Declaration of 
Principles with the FLO have 
introduced a new dimension in this 
country’s political map. 

Up to die Six Day War, the Herat 
Party played down its desire for foe 
historic Land-of Israel; that was wis¬ 
dom, combined with lack of choice. 
The Green Line and, even more, tire 
land east of foe Jordan appeared as 
stable and permanent as foe Berlin 
Wall and the 38th parallel in Korea. 

There was no point then for it to 
raise the issue of “both banks of the 
Jordan,’’ or even sovereignty over 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, as real¬ 
istic objectives. 

A suppression of the longing for 
expanded borders enabled the estab¬ 
lishment of foe Gahal Party, which 
incorporated the Liberals, and the rise 
of a substantia] opposition. Labor, on 
the other band, went on with the 
practical pioneering tasks of develop¬ 
ing the land and foe people who lived 
on it, as it had for years. 

Then came foe earthquake of 1967. 
Moshe ‘Dayan and Yitzhak Rabin 
were the heroes of foe military vic¬ 
tory, but, politically speaking, those 
who gained were Menachem Begin 
and his people. From then on, they 
were on solid ground, demanding full 
annexation of the territories that had 
been acquired and everything that 
went with it 

The left, for its part, dithered. The 
land of Israel Movement (known 
abroad as “Greater Israel”) was 
founded by people who mostly came 
from Mapai-Labor ranks. A chasm 
opened up between doves and hawks 
(that’s when the terms were coined) 
and, in the course of time, people left 
Labor and joined the Likud and its 
adjunct groups. Begin received them 
with open arms and gave them good 
places on Knesset election lists. 

On foe other hand, foe doves, in¬ 
cluding Labor secretary-general Arie 
(Lova) Eliav, quit their jobs and 
founded new leftist parties—Moked, 
Ya’ad and SbeH - which felled to 
achieve any darzling success. 

As we know, the result was foe 
1977 election upset and Moshe Da-' 
yan’s crossing of the aisle to become 
foreign minister in the Begin cabinet 
R uling foe territories suited foe 
right- wing parties, which saw their 
doctrine being realized. Even though 
foot were political shifts among foe 
.public, the right maintained the upper 
hand. 

Next came the 1992 elections. 
Whether because voters felt the ad¬ 
ministration had weakened and 
lacked economic dout, or because of 
widening social gaps, international 
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pressure and, most forcefully, the In¬ 
tifada (which proved that you can 
neither sit on bayonets nor eat them) 
they decided on Yitzhak Rabin. 

Unlike the earlier days of Levi 
E&hkol and Golda Meir, the govern¬ 
ment didn't wait around for any tele¬ 
phone call It asked the international 
exchange to put it through to our 
enemies. 

In Israel, where the secret contacts 
with foe PLO were unknown, people 
started asking, “Why did we vote for 
Rabin?” while the Arabs firmed: 
“Rabin is no better than Shamir!” 

The left has an 
. ideology. The right 
has only fears 

This went on until the Oslo bomb¬ 
shell, followed by the Washington 
and Cairo agreements, and finally foe 
treaty with Jordan. 

JUST AS Labor got upset by the 
acquisition of foe territories in 1967, 
today’s march to peace is shaking up 
foe Likud. 

History is now in step with Rabin 
and Peres - or perhaps they with it 
They, not the right, are foe ones now 
standing on solid ground. The right’s 
heckling now refers to Arafat as “foe 
master-murderer” and protests “foe 
selling of the Land of Israel,” and so 
on. But the right hasn’t come up with 
any positive proposals. 

Disturbances in foe territories, an¬ 
gry articles in foe press, demonstra¬ 
tions outside foe premier’s home are 
not an alternative program but a mode 
of protest. Just as Labor lost its direc¬ 
tion when it ruled the territories, so 
now the Likud is losing its orientation 
in the face of foe moves toward 
peace. 

No wonder heretical notions have 
popped up among Likud leaders, with 
activists like Roni MOo and Meir 
Sheetrit supporting foe withdrawal’ 
from Gaza. Ya’acov Shamal a Ne¬ 
tanyahu man, has voiced similar 
views. 

These activists are foe mirror im¬ 
age of Labor members wbo lurched in 
Stem's direction after 1967, and even 
joined it 

The Likud leaders’ goal today is to 
preserve party unity; and it will be a 
harder job than the one which fell on 
Levi Eshkol in 1967, 

Yitzhak Shamir said recently that 
Labor doesn't need an ideology, but 
the Likud cannot do without one. 


This is foe opposite of reality. Only 
the leftist parties have ideologies, in 
Israel or elsewhere. These are ex¬ 
pressed by anti-nationalism, disarma¬ 
ment and narrowing socio-economic 
gaps; by tolerance toward minorities, 
and equality for victims of discrimi¬ 
nation and groups such as women, 
ethnic minorities and homosexuals; 
and by standing up against religious 
coercion and fenaticism. 

The right has none of these. It 
feeds on fears, not ideologies; fear of 
peace, of the loss of national identity, 
of father cultures, of social innova¬ 
tions, of non-conformists and nation¬ 
al-ethnic minorities. 

These fears can be mobilized to 
gain electoral support, but they do not 
add up to an ideology. 

The right’s only ideological com¬ 
ponent is the Land of Israel. Without 
foe territories, foe cracks in foe Likud 
will deepen, intensifying personal 
conflicts and offshoots’to foe left and 
right 

From 1948 to 1967, Menachem 
Begin’s personality preserved foe in¬ 
tegrity of his movement, and it wasn’t 
always easy. Who will maintain it- 
now?

Sabri proclaimed that Palestinians 
who “sacrificed their blood for Jeru¬ 
salem and for al-Aksa and resisted 
Israeli occupation plans on behalf of 
all Moslems are the rightful people to 
govern.,, on behalf of Moslems all 
over tiie world.” Sabri warred Israel:

28.) 

PRIME MINISTER Rabin has 
stressed Hussein’s courage. Now it’s 
time for Rabin himself to show cour¬ 
age. 

He should not wait for a demean¬ 
ing protest from Hussein regarding 
Arafat’s mufti Rabin should advise 
Arafat that if he doesn’t strip Sabri of 
the title and order him to leave the 
Temple Mount at once, all negotia¬ 
tions will be suspended. 

If Israel permits Arafat to have bis 
way, Hussein’s domestic situation 
and his position in foe Islamic world 
will be undercut Critically, Israel’s 
dependability in meeting its interna¬ 
tional obligations will be under¬ 
mined, as will tiie credibility of the 
US, which has been so thoroughly 
identified with the Isiael-Jordan 
peace treaty.

“I was overwhelmed,” Cornfeld re¬ 
calls. I didn’t think something that big 
would come out of this phone call. 

“But the team bad empowered ine. I 
'used to think anyone oould sew a dress, 
but I began to absorb the value of what ■

was being projected back at me from the 
team. I began to believe that 1 was 
talented.” 

Cornfeld is now one of three designers 
whose clothes are sold in Jerusalem's 
Gypsy boutique; she imports fabrics 
from Europe, hires seamstresses and 
sells clothes in the store. 

■ Cornfeld largely credits her success to 
the talents of team leader Rozenman. a 
social worker who three years ago made 
aliya from the US, where she had 
worked with Barbara Sher, author of 
Wishcraft and the new / Could Do .Any¬ 
thing If I Only Knew What it Was (Dela- 
corte Press). 

“A success team is a group of people 
who are assisted through structured ex¬ 


ercises to pinpoint and refine a specific 
goal and to devise a systematic plan to 
achieve that goal,” Rozenman says. The 
most important element, she adds, is the 
team's non-judgmental support, which 
includes brainstorming together, 
networking and keeping track of each 
other's progress. 

Rozenman defines success as "getting 
what you want and enjoying the 
process.” 

A success team is not psychotherapy, 
not consciousness-raising, and not a sup¬ 
port group, she says. "It’s a system to 
help people get clear about what they 
want to do and how to do it.*' 

WHEN SHULAMIT Slotkr.-originally 


from Manchester, joined a success team, 
she didn't know what she wanted to do 
with her life. By the fifth week, she had 
decided she wanted to have her own 


health-food store and offer healing 
workshops. That week, she heard that a 
health-food store was looking for a new 
manager. 


She managed the store for a year. “I 
would not have considered being able to 
do it without die team's and Elana's 
support." she says. Slotld, who has stud¬ 
ied macrobiotics and nutritional counsel¬ 
ing, has now become office manager for 
a Jerusalem holistic healing center. 

Osnat Goldman, who came here 
from Brooklyn 25 years ago, is ano¬ 
ther woman who joined a success team 
because she wanted to return to 
the work force after raising her child¬ 
ren. 

Another member of her team, insur¬ 
ance agent Steven Kelter, needed help 
in dealing with his work overload. As 
both were becoming clearer about their 
needs, something clicked. “Everyone 
looked at him, looked at me, and we 
looked at each other,” says Goldman. 
“He needed office help and I needed 
a job. He invited me in for an 
interne w.” 

Goldman is tunning Kelter's office 20 
hours a week, is learning computers 
and is about to take a thiee-month 
course on the insurance business. 

Not everyone who comes to a success 
team is job-oriented. According to Ro- 
zenman, one businessman learned to 
schedule more downtime in his week; 
one woman bought an apartment; an¬ 
other learned to overcome her fear of 
public speaking. 

Although most success team partici¬ 
pants report u positive experience, it 
doesn t work for everyone. One woman, 
who wishes to remain anonymous, quit 
after the second session. “To expose 
one's dreams, one needs a very nigh 
comfort level, and I didn't find that in 
the group,” she says. 

Some participants don't achieve their 
go&i but take concrete steps townrd it in 
the eight weeks. Ruth Beloff, an award- 
winning Canadian writer and editor who 
recently made oliya, did not meet her 
goal of having 10 clients a month by the 
end of the team's meetings, but she 
printed business cards, wrote and mailed 
out her CV, learned how to do informa¬ 
tional interviews, and got up the courage 
to make cold calls. 

Rozenman, who also organizes the 
Professional Women's Network, and 
does public relations, stresses: “My bot¬ 
tom line is to help people discover what 
they want and how to get it.”

This world is not good enough 
for the children being born into 
it, Dr. Benjamin Spock writes in 
his last book. Charles Laurence

"When I look at our society and 
think of the millions of children 
exposed every day to its harmful 
effects, 1 am near despair,” he 
writes. “My despair comes not 
only, from the progressive loss of 
values jn this century; bat also 

- from the feet that our present soci¬ 
ety is amply not working.”

In 1960s. Spock became a target 
of a nation bewildered by the be¬ 
havior of children raised accord¬ 
ing to his precepts. His manual 
was held responsible for an unpa¬ 
triotic reluctance to fight the Viet¬ 
nam war, for the drug craze, for 
the idleness of dropouts, for the 
sexual revolution. It was a kind of 
compliment to his influence, for 


the gentle pediatrician was held to 
blame for creating rbe permissive 
society and the culture of instant- 
gratification. He often still is. 

Is that fair? Most of what Spock 
actually advised has become or¬ 
thodox. At its heart is the notion 
of a relationship of mutual re¬ 
sponse between parent and child. 
That appears to have been revolu¬ 


tionary at the time, from the Vic¬ 
torian strictures of seen-and-not- 
heard, spare-the-rod-and-spoil- 
the-child. 

The core changes came in feed¬ 
ing-on-demand and in notions of 
discipline and the display of affec¬ 
tion. Spock rejected the idea of 
keeping the child wailing till that 
once-every-four-hours bottle: he 
encouraged cuddling and playing 
and cooing; he denounced physi¬ 
cal punishment. 

It is worth recording that Spock 
acknowledges that his book was 
conceived in reaction to the ex¬ 
treme harshness of bis own child¬ 
hood. He was terrified of his par¬ 
ents. His mother meted out 
punishment and humiliation in 
large doses, and was so fierce 
about sex and “private parts” that 
he admits to having been impotent 
until he was 20 and had left borne. 

The book's runaway success 
surely shows that the post-war 
generation of American parents 
were ready to agree with him. But 
it is not hard to see bow Spockery 
couid also be a formula.for instant 
gratification, selfishness and ill- 
discipline. 

Spock is often thought to have 
repented. This is a considerable 
exaggeration. He has revised a lit¬ 
tle over the years, and he has clari¬ 
fied (particularly on discipline). 
But his only formal apology took 
him further towards the extreme 
of liberal-progressivism. 


That was in the late '60s, under 
.attack from feminists. He con¬ 
fessed that the original manual 
was sexist, because it urged the 
mother to stay at home for the 
sake of the child. The big revision 
was to expand the role of Dad, 
and let Mom go to work. 

BY THE late ’60s. Spock was a 
target as much for his anti-Viet¬ 
nam stance as for his child-rearing 
precepts, and his best-known re¬ 
action to his own baby came in his 
role of social activist. He de¬ 
nounced the sexual revolution; 
but he has never agreed that he 
was to blame in the first place. 

He returns to the subject of dis¬ 
cipline in his final testimony. “I 
urge parents to count on mutual 
love and reasoning as the best 
ways to motivate a child to be¬ 
have.” But this does not, he adds, 
mean a lack of discipline. 

“Shaming, humiliating and 
shouting angrily at children erodes 
their self-esteem and is perma¬ 
nently harmful.... Physical ppn- 
ishment means hurting children to 
try to make them behave when 
other forms oi management have 
failed .... So it teaches that might 
makes right, and that it is accept¬ 
able to inflict pain to get one's 
way.” 

Instead, the child should be 
moulded into a good citizen by 
love, “spontaneous bugs" and the 
example of the parents’ caring. 


spiritually committed behavior. 

This, critics may argue, might 
leave Mom or Dad shaking heads 
at the beastly kid. grinning and 
bearing it - as Spock observed in 
the zoo. There has always been a 
great measure of idealism in 
Spock. 

He says now that as he watched 
the baby-boomers come of age, he 
. felt bis hopes might come true 
with an age of idealism. His de¬ 
spair comes from the acknowledg¬ 
ment that it has not: those nice. 
Spock-bred Woodstock Nation 
dwellers became the yuppies and 
greed-heads of the "70s and '80s, 
and watched uncaring as society 
fell into mayhem around them. 

Spock has become more, not 
less, of the New Age as he grows 
old. Under the rule of his second 
wife, Mary Morgan, be even seeks 
to prolong his years with a strict 
macrobiotic diet. And he contin¬ 
ues to judge the world and its par¬ 
ents against the yardstick of the 
ideal. 

His prescription for a better 
world includes reasserting the im¬ 
portance of “spiritual values," in¬ 
cluding a sense of idealism; for 
parents to “rear their children 
with love and understanding.” 

As one commentator put it, 
Spock's despair is not because he 
got it wrong. Rather, he did his 
best for us. and we have Jet him 
down.

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Petition to delay Shekem sale thrown out 


High Court: Workers should file civil suit to settle complaints 


TriE sale of a controlling 35 percent 
stake in Shekem to Elco can go 
ahead, the High Court of Justice said 
yesterday - but it did not rale out the 
possibility of another court stopping 
the sale. 

It was ruling on a petition by the 
Shekem muons, which asked that the 
sale be postponed until they negotiate 
High er severance pay and other bene¬ 
fit. Two weeks ago, the court issued 
an interim injunction against the sale. 

The workers claimed that Finance 
Minister Avraham Shohat had prom¬ 
ised to delay the sale until their con¬ 


cerns were resolved. 

The state, however, denied that 
Shohat had made any such promise, 
and argued that the government, like 
any other shareholder, has the right to 
sell its shares whenever it pleases. 

In fact, Shohat explicitly told the 
workers that their problems had to be 
worked out with management, and 
not with the Treasury, the state said. 

Justices Aharon Barak, Mishael 
flteshm and Tova Strasberg-Cohen 
threw the petition out after a scant 10- 
minute hea ri n g , saying the proper ve¬ 
hicle for the workers’ complaints was

a civil suit, not a petition to the High 
Court of Justice. 

The High Court deals only with 
cases in which the citizen feels he is 
being unjustly treated by the govern¬ 
ment qua government. A dispute be¬ 
tween workers and owners, even if 
the owner happens to be the state, 
belongs in the civil courts, the jus¬ 
tices explained. 

“In what way was [the Treasury’s] 
promise governmental?” asked Cbe- 
shin. “It was die promise of an 


owner!” 

The justices therefore canceled the 
injunction they bad issued against the 
sale. 

However, they stressed they were 
not taking any stand on the substance 
of the workers’ complaints. This 
means the unions still have the option 
of filing suit in a district court, and 
obtaining another injunction against 
the sale from this court 

Government Companies Authority 
managing director Yossi Nitzani wel¬ 
comed the decision and said it was a 
step forward for the privatization pro¬ 


cess. 

In a related matter, Nitzani at¬ 
tacked deputy Industry and Trade 
Minister Masha Lubeisky for refer¬ 
ring Elco’s proposed purchase of 
Shekem to the monopolies supervi¬ 
sor, given Elco’s ownership of a 33% 
s rnfrg in electrical products chain 
Sensor. 

Nitzani said none of the parties 
involved needed newspaper head¬ 
lines to raise monopoly concerns, and 
Lubeisky should have raised the issue 
earlier in the process rather than cre¬ 
ate obstacles at this late stage. 


Hapoalim to sell 
Canadian subsidiary

BANK Hapoalim has signed an 
agreement in principle to sen Bank 
Hapoalim (Canada), a fully-owned 
subsidiary, to Republic National 
Bank of New York, Hapoalim an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

Republic National Bank of New 
York, controlled by Edmond Safra, 
plans to merge Bank Hapoalim (Can¬ 
ada) into its business activities in 
Canada. Bank Hapoalim (Canada) 
has cue branch in Toronto, while Re¬ 
public Canada, Republic National’s 
Canadian subsidiary, has two 
branches - in Montreal and Toronto. 

“The sale is in the framework of 
the bank’s strategic decision not to 
operate as a retail bank outside Isra¬ 
el,” a Hapoalim spokesman said. 
“We searched for a way to pot a stop 
to our retail activities.” 

The spokesman refused to reveal 
the terms of the agreement; but said 
Republic National Bank is in the pro¬ 


cess of evaluating the Canadian 
subsidiary. 

Bank Hapoalim (Canada) has reg¬ 
istered large lasses during the last few 
years due to the recession in Canada. 
During the last few years the bank has 
stopped giving credit to finance real 
estate transactions. As part of an effi¬ 
ciency and cost-catting program, the 
Canadian subsidiary’s Montreal 
branch was dosed in 1993. 

Bank Hapoalim (Canada) had a 
negative contribution of NIS 11.46m. 
to Hapoalim’s net operating profit 
last year. With the exception of the 
Canadian subsidiary, the group’s 
banking subsidiaries abroad achieved 
an overall profit of NIS 4 An.

ONLY 10.4 percent of all mutual 
funds achieved positive nominal 
yields of more than 12 percent in 
October, (he forecasted rise in the 
Consumer Price Index, the Meitav 
Consultancy Firm reported yesterday. 

Meitav said the market was less 
volatile in October than in previous 
months, with most of the funds 
achieving similar yields. 

According to the consultancy firm, 
the best and worse performing funds 
specialize in investments in shares. 

Meitav reported that two of the 279 
funds achieved nominal yields of 
more than 3% in October and another 
27 funds achieved nominal yields of 
1.216-3%. 

There were 51 fends which posted 
yields of between 0.5% and 
12%, and 69 funds were in the 0%~ 
03% range. 

According to Meitav, 130 funds 
achieved negative nominal yields, of 
which 92 funds were in the 0-2% 


range, and 38 fends achieved nega¬ 
tive yields of 2%-l92%. 

Fluids specializing in government 
braids achieved an average nominal 
yield of 0.4%, while bond fends and 
foreign currency fends achieved an 
average nominal yield of 02%. 

The flexible fends achieved nomi¬ 
nal yields of 0.1%, and share funds 
achieved negative nominal yields of 
0.4%. 

Leading the gainers were Chemical 
Pekan, managed by Pekan, with a 
nominal yield of 4%. Lahak Anefa 
had a nominal yield of 32%, and 
Hanot Maof, Emda Maof, and Clali 
Maof achieved yields of 2.8%. 

The worse performing fund was

Supreme court nixes Reynolds’s 
$27 million lawsuit victory 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Track star 
Butch Reynolds, who was disquali¬ 
fied from the 1992 Olympics for fad¬ 
ing a drug test, lost his Supreme 
Court bid Monday to collect $27A 
millio n from the Intemgfinnsl Ama¬ 
teur Athletic Federation. 

He had argued that fie drug test 
was faulty. 

The justices turned down Reyn¬ 
olds’ argument that a US court had 
fie authority to order the governing 
body of international trade and field 
to pay damages for saying he tested 
positive for steroids. 

The action, taken without com¬ 


ment, was a victory fox the 1AAF, 
formerly based in London and now in 
Monaco. 

Reynolds, a gold and silver medal¬ 
ist in fie 1988 Olympics, was sus¬ 
pended by fire IAAF in 1990 after he 
tested positive for steroids following 
a track meet in Monte Cada 

Reynolds contended tire test was 
faulty, and the US track and field 
governing body exonerated him- But 
an IAAF arbitration panel ruled in 
1992 in London that the drug test was 
valid. Jhe panel upheld Reynolds’ 
suspension, which kept him out of the 
Barcelona Olympics.

Ramon expected to spurn 
‘amnesty’ offer to return to Labor 


HISTADRUT rhairman Haim Ra¬ 
mon’s friends and allies in Labor say 
there is little chance he will return to 
the party any time soon. 

Their pessimism came following a 
meeting late Monday between Labor 
Secretary-General Nissan ZviDi and 
Labor's leading doves: Deputy For¬ 
eign Minister Yossi Beilin and MKs 
Haggai Merom, Avrahaxn Burg, 
Ya’el Dayan and Noaf Massalha. 

The talk in Labor is that Zvilli 
conferred with them to get prelimi¬ 
nary reactions to an “amnesty plan” 
geared to bring Ramon and MKs 
Amir Peretz and Shmuel A vital back 
into Labor. The three were ousted 
from the party when they ran against 
its ticket in las May's Histadrut dec- 
turns, dealing Labor its first defeat in 
that arena.

Zvilli conferred yesterday. It was his 
first meeting with the group since two 
years ago, when a bitter rift devel¬ 
oped between him and its members. 

The main obstacle to any speedy 
return by Ramon and his sidekicks to 
Labor, it is reported, stems from con¬ 
ditions Zvilli presented at the meet¬ 
ing.

Court: No need to indict Deri again 


THERE is no reason to indict former 
interior minister Ary eh Deri again 
now, because he has enough ou his 
plate with his current trial, the High 
Court of Justice said yesterday. 

It was ruling on a petition by Ami- 
tai - Citizens for Good Government, 
which demanded that Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Michael Ben-Yair serve a 
planned second indictment - for al¬ 
leged .misuse .of Interior Ministry 
funds -now 3 instead of waiting until 
toe current case is finished. 

Deri is currently on trial in Jerusa¬ 
lem District Court for bribe-taking, 
fraud, breach of trust, and falsif ying 
corporate documents. 

Amitai argued that if the indict¬ 
ment were art served now, Deri 
would claim miscarriage of justice 
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because it had been left han ging over 
his head for so long. 

“peri] is sitting every day in an¬ 
other trial,” responded Justice 
Hliezer Goldberg. “Why not give 
him a little rest, a chance to finish one 
matter [before going on to another]?” 

“There's a rather ugly type of per¬ 
secution here,” added Justice Dalia 
Domex, “You don’t treat a person 
that way.” 

Amitai tried to argue that serving 
toe indictment would be a long pro¬ 
cess, because the attorney-general 
must first give Deri a hearing and 
then ask toe Knesset to remove his 
immunity. It also insisted toe hearing 
would not be a lot of work for Deri’s 


lawyer. 

“The hearing isn’t lip service,” 
Goldberg retorted. “It comes from a 
serious intention to listen, to weigh, 
and to decide.” 

“This takes a lot of work,” agreed 
Justice Dov Levine. “There's a huge 
amount of material [in the current 
trial] that could occupy a man day 
and night No lawyer would agree to 
take on additional material.” 

The state also rejected Amitai’s 
fear that the statute of limitations ou 
the indictment might run out, saying 
this wifi, not happen for years. 

In the end, under heavy pressure 
from the court, Amitai withdrew toe 
petition. However, toe court rejected 
toe state’s request for punitive court 
costs. 


State: Officers involved in Tze’elim-2 
accident were punished enough 


FOR outstanding officers such as 
those found guilty of negligently 
ca usin g the deaths of five soldiers in 
the Tze’clim-2 training accident, be¬ 
ing demoted is punishment enough, 
tiw state told the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice in a written statement yesterday. 

It was responding to a petition by 
the families of four of the five sol¬ 
diers killed in the November 1992 
accident, in which a missile was fired 
erroneously. The petition asked the 
army to appeal tire leniency of the 
sentence meted out to the two con¬ 
victed officers — three months sus¬ 
pended and a demotion of one rank. 
The families want the two stripped of 
officer’s rank, saying the current pun¬ 
ishment has no deterrent effect. 
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The hearing was supposed to take 
place yesterday, but was delayed until 
Friday so toe two officers can be 
added as respondents. Since they 
would be negatively affected if the 
petition were accepted, toe court said, 
they must be represented at toe 
hearings. 

In its response, the state said that 
while the sentence was lenient, it was 
not exaggerately so. The military 
court took account of several legiti¬ 
mate factors: The investigation and 
trial dragged on for two years, during 
which time the officers’ military ca¬ 
reers were stalled; the officers were 
not represented at tire trial; and the 
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two were “outstanding officers in the 
foil sense of the word, who dedicated 
toe best part of their time to defend¬ 
ing die security of toe state.” 

“For outstanding officers such as 
these, the punishment of being de¬ 
moted a rank is very signifi c ant ,” 
wrote head of the Justice Ministry’s 
High Court division Nili Arad. 

One of the judges in toe trial even 
thought no demotion should have 
been imposed, Arad noted. 

Arad also rejected toe petitioners’ 
dainis that pressure had been applied 
to the chief military prosecutor to 
ftiks narii*. him fmm appealing and that 
the ruling was discriminatory. While 
it is true that toe two did not receive 
as harsh a punishment as others who 
have been found guilty of negligently 
censing the leniency was a 
legitimate response to the special cir¬ 
cumstances of toe case, she wrote. 

Usually, prison terms are imposed 
in cases where deaths resulted from 
negligence. However, the militar y 
court said the rarity of accidents in 
the Sayeret Matkal unit in question 
made this unnecessary. 
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transform toe councils into ministry 
branches.

Lab workers union calls work dispute 


THE union representing biochemists 
and microbiologists declared a labor 
dispute yesterday, after Kupat Holim 
Clalit decided to close many of its 
processing laboratories in hospitals 
and community clinics in the center 
of the country. 

The lab workers claim toe efficien¬ 
cy measures will force toe dismissal 
of many staffers, in addition to 
“much suffering and red tape” for 
health fund members. 

“It is a foolish and useless decision 
that will cause terrible harm to pa¬ 
tients,” insisted union chief Asher • 
Goldschlager. 

The labs to be shut down are those 
in Nazareth, Ramat Hanassi in Bat 
Yam, Jaffa, Petah Tikva, Ramat Gan, 
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Ashkelon, and the lab at Tel Aviv’s 
Zamcnhoff dime. 

Clalit spokesman David Tagar de¬ 
clined to say how many lab workers 
would be fired as a result of the 
reorganization. But he said the pur¬ 
chase last year of giant computerized 
testing devices by Hitachi and Sel- 
dyne have made it possible to test 
tens of thousands of blood, urine and 
other samples in a single day, without 
human involvement 

“We reject all attempts by toe pro¬ 
fessional union to prevent advance¬ 
ment and computerization in toe 
labs,” Tagar said. 

The new system will mean that lab 


results will be ready the next day. 
Samples wQl continue to be taken in 
community health clinics, and mes¬ 
sengers will bring them to centralized 
labs for processing. Tagar said the 
JaSa-Bai Yam-Holon union of lab 
workers has approved the efficiency 
plan. 

The union claims that the closing 
of labs wiQ increase waiting times for 
results and lower morale of toe doc¬ 
tors, nurses and others who treat pa¬ 
tients. 

Meanwhile, Health Minister 
Ephraim Sneh met yesterday with 
Mo she Zelinger, head of toe union of 
Clalit workers, and Dr. Miriam Tzan- 


gen, head of the Clalit doctors union*, 
to discuss their objections to the 
health fund’s recovery program.. r. t 

The unions refuse to go along with 
the plan, which will entail dm dis¬ 
missal of 1,000 staffers, lower wages 
and longer working hours. They have 
sent a proposal to management, fix 
consideration by toe Finance Minis¬ 
try, in which workers will lend their 
employers NIS120 million over two 
years, and get toe money back, 
linked, in 20 years. 

Sneh would say only that unless 
the unions agree to toe recovery plan, 
the government will not start transfer¬ 
ring NIS 3 billion in stare subsidies, 
which would leave the health find 
penniless. 


Labor wants Golan referendum, not early elections 


THE Labor Party is planning for a 
referendum on Golan withdrawal 
sometime next year, but will under no 
circumstances consider early elec¬ 
tions, according to a working plan 
submitted to Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin yesterday. 

Meanwhile, an internal Labor par¬ 
ty inquiry commission has come up 
with a damning repent on the mem¬ 
bership drive which preceded its 
1992 primaries. 

The working plan, put together for 
the party by a team headed by Secre- 
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tary-Geueral Nissim Zvilli, covers 
toe period up to the scheduled Knes¬ 
set elections in November 1996. 

Party insiders ascribe toe aversion 
to early elections, at least in some 
measure, to polls which over the past 
six months have consistently shown 
Labor slipping in relation to toe Li¬ 
kud, and toe entire left losing to the 
right 

The plan is to be brought before the 
party political bureau for deliberation 


and ratification at special session on 
Friday. According to toe plan, Labor 
is to setup a special campaign head¬ 
quarters to gear up for the referendum 
and prepare public opinion for ceding 
toe Golan. 

While the party gets ready for the 
future, its internal inquiry commis¬ 
sion confirmed that the 1992 mem¬ 
bership drive was tainted by fraud 
and that many of those who had 
signed on as party members, thus

Polish tourist drowns in Kinneret 

The body of a Polish tourist who had been missing since Sunday was 
pulled from the Kinneret yesterday afternoon near the Tiberias beach. 
He had been working as'a deck hand on one of the Kinneret boats. 
Police believe he got drunk and went down to the beach to swim, then 
drowned. No foul play is suspected. Itim 
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Chief army chaplain cleared 
of burial‘fiasco’ 
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THERE is no evidence that IDF Chief 
Chaplain Maj.-Gen. Gad Navon was 
responsible for toe decision not to 
bury non-Jewish soldier Lev Pisabov 
in a military cemetery, the High 
Court of Justice said yesterday. 

It was responding to a petition by 
Michael Lipsky, who asked that the 
army be ordered to investigate Na- 
von’s role in toe affair. 

Pisahov, toe sop of immigrant' 1 
from the former Soviet Union, was 
lolled last year in a terrorist attack 
while doing his army service. Be¬ 
cause he was not Jewish, however, he 
was initially buried outside the mili¬ 
tary cemetery in Beit She'an. A week 
later, after a public outcry, he was 
reburied in the military cemetery. The 
army set up a commission to investi¬ 
gate why this was not done at first. 

The army commission blamed 


Northern Command Chief Rabbi Av- 
raham Ohanona, but Lipsky claimed 
to have evidence that Navon was real¬ 
ly responsible. However, after exam¬ 
ining his evidence, Justices Dov Le- 
vine, Eliezer Goldberg and Dalia 
Doroer said it in no way implicated 
Navon. 

“Where is there any material that 
would lead the judge advocate-gener¬ 
al to open an investigation?” 1 Levine 
demanded. 

“You want us to open an investi* 
gation against the chief army rabbi 
when you haven't produced anything 
against him,” said Goldberg. “We s 
have found nothing. Nothing! An in- i 
vestigation is a serious matter!” 

The justices tried to p-essurc 
Lipsky into withdrawing the petition. 
When he refused, they slapped him 
with court costs of NIS 3,000. *
